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C alifornia Land Cases. 
W a s h i n g t o n , November 3d.—Four im­ 
portant California land cases are now pend­ 
ing before the Secretary of the Interior, 
namely, the Pueblo of Ssn Francisco, the 
Corta M adera del Presidio, E l Sobrante, and 
the Pueblo of San Jose. The first three cases 
have been repeatedly passed upon by different 
Secretaries, and are now before the D epart­ 
m ent upon a motion for a rehearing, 
A stay 
of proceedings has been granted in the case of 
the Pueblo of San Francisco, in order to 
allow counsel from San Francisco to reach this 
city and make argum ent upon their motion. 
A new survey had been ordered in the El So­ 
brante case, in accordance with Secretary 
Kirkwood’s decision, tu t this has been de­ 
layed until the motion for a rehearing is dis­ 
posed of. 
The motion Las been practically 
decided, but the announcement will not be 
promulgated till Secretary Teller returns 
irom Colorado. 
A t the Interior D epartm ent 
there teems to be no doubt whatever that 
Secretary Kirkwood’s decision will be af­ 
firmed, 
I t is also ex ac te d that the motion 
in the Costa Madera del Presidio case will be 
disposed of very soon after tho Secretary’s 
return. 
The case of the Pueblo of San Jose 
is before the Secretaiy for the first time, 
upon an appeal from the decision of the Com­ 
missioner of the General Land Office. 
In 
the latter office there are about tw enty five 
cases pending, and the number has been 
steadily decreasing during the past year. 
None of them are now subject of, couteBt, 
and it is likely th at they will be rapidly dis­ 
posed of by the issue of patents. 
Tlie Charges o f Sir. C ollin s—.M elville De­ 
c lin es to M iscnss llie M atter. 
W ashington, November 3d.—A represent­ 
ative of the W estern A-sociated Press called 
upon Melville, and asked him what he had to 
say about the charges contained ia an inter­ 
view w ith D r. Collins, of Minneapolis, re­ 
specting his charges ag ainst De Locp, of tho 
Jeannette expedition, and more especially 
th at part of the interview which charged him 
(Melville) w ith the responsibility of the 
deaths ot De Long and his comrades. 
M el­ 
ville said ha had read the interview ae pub­ 
lished ia the morning papers, but did not care 
to discuss the m atter at this time, especially 
through the newspaper?; th at such discus­ 
sions were apt to make m atters worse, being 
liable to misrepresentation. 
In response to a 
suggestion that anything he would write on 
the subject would be laid before the public, 
Melville replied th at he would not writo any­ 
thing at present. 
Ha would soon appear be­ 
fore the Board cf Inqnhy, when the whole 
m atter would probably be investigated. Upon 
being p ,eased f r au answer respecting the 
foundation of the charges, he said he knew 
nothing about it, and could not consistently 
discuss the topic. 
The interview is much 
commented on, and is the topic cf the day. 


WHAT DANESHOWEB SAYS.

tbe future, the troep3 would not serve 
a3 a gnird while the Apaches are b iag rob­ 
bed and oppressed; but the Indians them ­ 
selves m ast, as far as poisibie, defend their 
own ri ;hts. 
Tceir presrnt locality being un­ 
adopted either for farming or grazing, per­ 
mission would be given them to select suitable 
lands cn the resrvaiion for cultivation, under 
the care of chiefs, who would be held re- 
spons.bie f >r the discipline and behavior of 
their respective bands. 
The chiefs would be 
seriated by enlisting as soldiers some of the 
tribe, who would habitually reside among 
their own people. 
Selections would be made 
with regard to character, influence and apt- 
uesa to acquire the new duties expected of 
them, while the soldiers would not be em­ 


ployed except in cases where the Apaches 
fa ted to govern themselves. 
The ludíaos 
must learn dependence upon themselves for 
their future. 
The address was listened to 
with profound attention by more than 1,200 
warriors present, who seemed greatly t im­ 
pressed by the coansel given.

English spelling is, m ore than th a t of any 
other living language, a beautiful history, 
as is now stands, of th e rise and grow th of 
the language itself. 
In our apparently 
aw kw ard assemblages of now si'en t conso­ 
nants, in m any of our phonetically useless 
double letters, we recognize the delicate 
threads by w hich wo can trace hosts ef 
words back to th eir origin ; our spelling is, 
in itself, a practical and living treatise on 
etym ology. 
To know th e m eaning of a 
word thoroughly, one m ust know its deriva­ 
tion, its past history. 
Now, w hich is the 
better, a spelling th a t can be easily mas 
tered by th e veriest blockhead, or one 
w hich epitomizes, as it were, the whole 
m eaning of a word, its history, its subtle 
affinities w ith p i rent thoughts 1 Our spell­ 
ing is difficult, yon say ; well, w hat of 
th a t? 
M ost good things are. 
W e no 
longer pronounce words as they are spelled? 
The more sham e to us ! 
H ere lies tee real 
and m ost grievous fault in cu r language. 
W e spell right 
enough 
for the 
m ost 
part, b u t v. t? pronounce badly. 
The Eng­ 
lish-speaking race has done its utm ost to 
bedevil its own language by slip-shod hab­ 
its of pronucciation. 
B ut, because our 
spoken tongue has unw orthily drifted away 
from its honorable beginnings, shall our 
w ritten language follow it, cu t loose from 
its fellowship w ith the other great lan­ 
guages of antiquity and modern times, aud 
so throw away th e last trace of its pater­ 
n ity ? 
The man who first stopped pro­ 
nouncing the <jh in daughter, and began to 
sound the same conple of consonants in 
laughter as if th ey were a single f, did a 
m ost slovenly, lazy and u tterly contem pti­ 
ble thing. 
I t is wholly incomprehensible, 
to the present w riter a t least, how people 
can point w ith adm iration at such infantile 
barbarism s as the Italian fiiosojia, fantasm a, 
and th e like. 
Such spelling ia spelling for 
ignoramuses and commercial travelers ; it 
is w ritten baby.talk. 
So far from pho­ 
netic 
spelling 
of 
th is 
sort 
being 
a 
“ reform ,” 
it 
is 
a 
down-sliding 
into 
the 
vulgarest 
and 
cheapest 
m edi­ 
ocrity. 
Á true 
“ refo rm ” would be to 
reinstate a w orthily etym ological spelling 
wherever tim e and carelessness has ob­ 
literated it 
To leave the meaningless 
subtle and return to th e expressive subtile ; 
to pu t tw o m 's into amount, so th a t its deri­ 
vation from ael and mons shall stars read­ 
ers in the face ; to p u t tw o f s in literature, 
as th e French do, so th a t one m ay bo ab­ 
solutely sure th a t th e word doca not come 
from the past participle of linere, to be­ 
smear. 
I t m ay be said th at such etym olo­ 
gical spelling is of advantage only to cu lti­ 
vated people, 
who 
“ know 
L atin and 
G reek,” as the phrase goes. 
A dm itted! 
But, in heaven’s name, who are to govern 
language—the educated or the vulgar ? 
Is 
a spelling which speaks volumes to the 
educated m as, w hich is surpassingly rich 
in the moat pregnant associations, to be 
ousted by a system which tells him nothing 
w hatever, and th e only advantage of whicu 
is th a t foreigners and stupid bum pkins can 
learn it in one year instead of six ? 
Is the 
m ountain to go to M ohammed, or M oham­ 
m ed to come to the m ountain?—[Boston 
T ranscript.

The case wss th at of a woman, forty years of 
sge, named M rs. Rogers, who, with her chil­ 
dren—aged three, five and eight years—re. 
sided in two rooms in the rear of 916 M ont­ 
gomery stre t. 
The place wr.s barren of any 
furnittue, except a couple of old chairs, there 
bc-icg nrither Btove, bed, table nor dishes ef 
any kind. 
The woman, who is ia a delicate 
condition, informed Mr. H unter that her hus­ 
band left her six months ago to dig potatoes 
at Haifmoon bay, and th at he bad sent her 
little or no money. 
She had been compelled 
to gather scraps from boarding-houses on the 
city front f -r food, and she and her children 
lay on the floor with bnt an old blanket to 
cover them with. 
The woman was brought 
to the City Prison, and an effort was made to 
induce her to go to the Almshouse. 
She hes­ 
itated to go there, and explained that she had 
just secured some sewing. 
Ia justice to the 
children, who will have needed care, M r. 
H unter finally booked her for the Alms­ 
house.

Phylloxera In Spain—Favorable 
to Seeding Wheat. 


Having 
secured a good 
location with 
if ference to soil and climate, and determined 
whether la plant out trees grown in Califor­ 
nia or in the Eastern States and imported, 
Ihero are ether very important cjmiJeratioiis 
that should engage the attention of those 
who propose to plant out arcbarde. 
Among 
these additional 
considerations we would 
name as important the subject of insect 
pe,ts. 
T :e necessity for this precaution has 
had its origin in this State, or at lsast has 
been brought to the attention of the public 
promioentiy within the pist few years. 
The 
State Horticultural 
Commission and the 
State Agricultural Society have been active 
agents in calling public attention to this sub­ 
ject and in bringing out the importance of 
caro in this respect. 
Every one who is about 
to plant eut a new orchard, or who intends 
to increase or sdd to an old one, should be 
absolutely certain that the trees he is about 
to plant are free from disease of alt kind*. 
Apple 
trees, ev-rn in 
the 
nursery, 
ere 
frequently ia 
this 
State 
infected 
with 
the 
w>ol!y 
aphis. 
They 
are 
also in 
some sections infected with the black scale. 
Fear trees have the pear blight, and are 
also affected with the scale-insect trouble. 
The peach, apricot, nectarine and almond 
trees are liable to carry with them the eggs of 
the rsd pp: ier, the scale an 1 eggs of the dif­ 
ferent kinds of the scale ic-;ects, the eggs cf 
the canker worm, or other infectious dic- 
easce. 
Tue orange aad lemon trees also have 
the scale upon tnsm, ai.d are liable to carry 
it fmm 1 10 nar ery to the oroh -rd. 
It is not 
only a matter sf great i terest to thoee that 
are 
about 
putting 
out 
new 
orchards 
or 
adding 
to 
their 
cld 
outs 
that 
all 
should 
exercive 
caution 
against 
spreading 
any of 
these 
diseases, 
but 
all thoie who now have orchards are < qually, 
and in f.c i nous imincdiate'y, interested in 
the exerc ci : f c-utioniu .his resp:e:. 
Not 
or-Iy are 'bo pr doners of fruit interested, but 
t! e d ialers • nd e msumers are likewise inter­ 
ested in this matter. 
All, indeed, who feel 
pride in the reputation of the State as a fiuit 
growing State, and all who would advance 
the gen-ral prosperity of the State, are di­ 
re':' ly or indirectly interested in prevent!' g 
the spread and increase of orchotd diseases 
of every kind. But how e.n this prevention be 
most eheapiyeff.cted ? I'Lo most natural way 
to exerci*; precaution is t shun thossnurserús 
in wnich diseases of any nature arc known to 
exiyti 
The nurseryman who expects or de­ 
sired to soil trees for plantin'-, (hculd in tee 
ti:at placo ¿es that bis nura rica ara freo from 
disease, and be aola tions-tly and completely 
to guarantee fcir p.tro' S tq.ainst daug r in 
purchasing trees from him. 
If, however, he

rains are ever, or nearly so, this mulchiog 
shou d not be allowed to touch t> e stem cf 
the trie l.st it induce mildew a' out the same. 
Trees that are well mulched ore is but little 
danger of being troubled with iioreis. Borers 
onlv attack trees which from some cause have 
the'smp flow in them weak cr interrupted. 
The great and most frequent cause of borers 
in trees is found in the tact that the afternoon 
sun reflected from the warm, dry soil ciierkstbe 
flow cf sap on the south and southwest sides 
of the stem, and ic vites the deposit of eggs 
by an insect—the mother of the larva known 
as the tiee btrer. 
Good mulching prevents 
this. 


T he P h y llo x era in E pain 
The Minister of Agriculture of S.oaiu has 
adop’ed a very radical mode cf dealing with 
the phylloxera in that country. 
He hss do 
terminsd upon the completedestiuction of all 
vines infected wish them. On the otner hand 
he has originated a very conservative mode cl 
treatment for the owners of vines that have 
to be destroyed on account of the diseaee. By 
law such owners sre to be compensated iu a 
small degree for the vines destroyed ia accord­ 
ance with the law of the land. 
This com­ 
pensation is to be such and such only as wil 
save the owners from complete poverty and 
financial ruin. 
The Minister of Agriculture 
has formed an ineurai.ee company among 
vine owners, for the insurance of the vines > f 
all against t^e disease. 
By the terras of the 
insurai c w h e n the vines are o . decreed to 
despuetion by law, then the insurance com­ 
pany—composed of those who still have vines 
in good health—comes forward and p.ys the 
insurance; or in other 
word», p-ys tho 
owner cf the condemned vines for iheir loss, 
or so much as is agreed upon in the policy of 
insurance. 
This plan divides the loss and 
rquilizeB it among a large number of people, 
instead of allowing it to f »)l so heavy on the 
few. 
This plan also insures the faitl.fu: 
execu'ionof the law to prevent the spread of 
the disease, by taking away the motive foi 
cotcialing the fact of the existir, cs o' the 
disease in any particular vineyard by the 
owner. 
Y/by would not a plan s íoething 
like this be a good one to adopt in this coun­ 
try ?

For liming e.'gs, a pickle is m ike of pure 
stone lima, tine, citan salt, and pure water, 
ia the following proportions : S*x to cigal 
quarts of salt, sixty to sixty.five gallons o! 
water, 
and one bushel of 
liice. 
The 
stronger the lime-water, and the more free 
from sediment, the better. 
Slake the lime 
with a portion of the water, thtu add the 
remainder of the water aad the salt. 
Stir 
well, three or four times, at intervals, and 
then let it stand uuiil well settled and cold. 
Either dip or draw off the clear pickle into 
the oaBk or vat intended to preserve the 
eggs. 
This is on a large scale, bnt may be 
proportioned according to judgment for 
family use. 
Fruit growers must be reminded that 
their hoes, cultivate ra and plows may do 
more damage to plants than good if not 
used with discretion. 
Toe small fruits— 
berries, currants, grapes, also dwarf pears, 
quinces, etc., root near the surface. 
Here 
are found the best roots, those that pro 
vide most nourishment. 
Nature designed 
these to bo mulched by the dead leaves, 
and ia our fields mulching would be the 
beat treatment if it were possible. 
A : it 
is, tho best we can do is to give frequent 
but shallow cultivation. 
Tha Secretary of the M:ohigan Horti­ 
cultural Society gives io substance the fol­ 
lowing report of the fruit this vear in that 
great fruit State: 
Seventy five reports 
place the apple crop at hss than three 
fourths the average ; fifty less than one- 
half, aad thirty-four lets than a fourth. 
Fears are nearly a ful! y ¡“id ; peaches 
about half a crop ; 
grapes abundant; 
plums a good average. 
Of apples the heav 
test beartisare Baldwin and golden ru sset; 
northern spy very few. 
Autumn apples a 
failure. 
The Drover*' Journal says that the rate 
at which cattle have 
been coming into 
Chicago for the past two months has 
never before been equaled. 
Taking the 
last five weeks ended Saturday, Septem­ 
ber 231, the total receipt* have been 187,- 
ÍUO head, making a weekly average of 37,­ 
588 for five consecutive weeks, while the 
present also exceeds the tverage. 
A daily 
average supply of fi,204 for ao long a period 
is certainly remarkable. 
A t the meeting of the Ñausas State Hor- 
ticultm al Society one large apple grower 
from Leavenworth c uaty stated that he 
had an orchard cf 3 000 Missouri pippins 
that on the fifth year from pbmtiug yielded 
1,500 bushels, and that the past year— 
1881, the sixth— he had gathered 3,000 
bushels and had sold them for enough to 
¡•ay for the cost of the entire orchard. Tr.e 
ctove variety is the only one that bore a 
full crop tue past season lit Kansas and 
Missouri. 
George May Powell makes the very good 
-uggeeUon, thst sprouting acorns or outs 
from the forest may he planted with no 
more trouble than the setting out of cab­ 
bage plants, and the training of the young 
to look after the growth cf these “ foiest 
babies,” would be one of tha best means 
of inducing the incoming generation to 
take an interest ia forestry. 
In rispect to late experiments made in 
G-.-rmany on the cooling of milk before it is 
set for the cream to rise, they show that 
while there is no essential difference be­ 
tween its cream-rifir.g capacity in the one 
instance over the other, excepting that the 
process of souring is longer retarded ia the 
coaled milk, the hntter made from the 
cream of cooled milk keeps far better than 
that made from the uncooled. 
A paper published in Central Iowa tells 
how oue entirprising farmer planted five 
pounds of the W hite Star potatoes a c t dug 
ten bushels. 
Another farmer planted two 
small potatoes of the same variety and 
harvested over a buahel. 
A third planted 
half a peck of the Mammoth Fearl variety 
and the product wa3 over ten bushels. 
There are other parts of the State and 
other varieties yet to hear from. 
The Rural New Yorker, noting the vast 
number of insects which commit tuicide 
about the electric lights of cities, says it 
seems as if this brilliant light might be 
UBcd with advantage as an insecticide in 
the hop-yard, the tobacco field and other 
places on t ie firm , where night-tlyiag in­ 
sects are ee; ecially numerous and destruc­ 
tive to crops, and believes it will yet be 
made useful to the insect-tormented farmer.

tradition, there was little happiness on 
board, though the usual amusements of 
music, song, dance, csrds, chess, checkers, 
etc., were participated in. 
“ A iie on the 
ocean wave ; a home on the rolling deep” 
is a romance best enjoyed in our parlors 
or upon the stage. 
Sundays were duly 
observed by divine service in “ Social 
H all,” but the scene reminded us more of 
the closing rccnes of a low jinks entertain­ 
ment, with a dash of that solemnity cf 
features arising from anticipations of the 
approaching meeting with wife, mother 
and the other fond ones awaiting us at 
homo. 
Tne Episcopal service is not well 
adapted to such occasions. 
It requires too 
much rising and standing, while the char­ 
acteristic bowing and genuflection entirely

raen’, euoH letlers never bciog applied for, 
because the operation would entail tnáless 
rouble and exprree, and prove more ex- 
.sptratirg than Mark Twain found his 
attorn t to copyright his “ Prince and Pau­ 
per ” in Canada. 
The Captain saw no good cattle till he 
reached tho province of Ontario. Canada. 
This is rather a setback for W all street 
and the calves ia New York’s gola-room, 
which he visited. 
But even in Bradford 
the pasture lands wore also inferior to 
those about 
Auckland, for 
which the 
Canadian thistle is chiefly to blame. 
A t 
one of the towns a large cheese fair was 
being held, and there tha Kauucks re­ 
ceived a home-thrust at the hands of our

The 
provisions of the Act are similar to those 
relating to English seaport towns. 
The 
daily paptrs deserve credit for the manner 
in which th ty eschewed the unwholesome 
subject, despite tl.e public depravity which 
clamored for its discussion, but thty have 
finally been compelled to yield, and are 
now publishing columns of fetid corre­ 
spondence 
daily. Good Christian ladies 
are making themtelves untnviably conspic­ 
uous by holding mass n.eiting», palavering, 
petitioning and disagieeiDg. 
One petition 
to the municipal authorities declares that, 
“ Your 
petitioners 
most 
respectfully 
record thiir 
regrtt 
that no 
provision 
is 
made 
for the 
pum'shment 
of 
those of the other tcx to whose vicious 
conduct a 
large proporti in of tho class 
kuown a9 ‘ unfortunate 
’ owe their ru n. 
That the subjection of females to au ex­ 
amination such as that contemplated is an 
indignity which every woman must resent 
as an insult to our common humanity, and 
a degradation to which no British woman 
should be subjected.” 
The document is 
fifty feet long, and contains many signa­ 
tures of ladies living at a distance from 
Auckland, a fact which is seized upon by 
the other side to show that some having ao 
business in the matter are m eddling; it 
being also charged that signatures have 
been obtained through misrepresentation, 
euch as telling ladies that Bhould they 
through some unfortunate chance be con­ 
taminated, they would be campelled to un­ 
dergo the same degradation aud publicity 
as women of the town. 
The pros and cons 
appear so equally divided upon the law’s 
expediency, that the warmth of interest 
taken by the ladies in its discussion and 
suppression reflects more npon their in­ 
telligence than iheir bumanitarianism, es­ 
pecially since the law ia already in force 
and beyond repeal or amendment till the 
next legislative assembly. 
The Mayor be­ 
ing waited npon by a delegation, who nrsed 
that the above petition was signed by 1,200 


ladies, replied -with greater facetionaneaa 
than gallantry, that he attached little im­ 
portance to each a petition, even though 
signed by old women of both sexes. 


A M U S E M E N T S . 
During the patt three weeks Bland 
H olt’s dramatic company has been catering 
to Auckland’s amusement, and in two or 
three weeks more will close a very success­ 
ful tour of the colony, taking leave with 
well-tilled parses and the best wishes of 
tho contributors tnereto. 
The leading 
lady, Jenny W att Tanner, of Sydney, is 
one whose theatrical life has been rather 
short, but very brilliant. 
Bland H olt is 
an Englishman, who spent a good many 
years in the United States, playing in Bos­ 
ton, New York, Chicago, Pittsburg aud 
San Francisco. 
Hia wite, Lena Edwin, 
is au American, who will be remembered 
as ruuuing the New York theater called 
by her name. 
The plays produced have 
beeu “ The W orld ” and “ New Babylon ” 
(London), the first being of “ Round-the- 
W orid-in-Eighty-Days’’ type; the second, 
a portrayal of English fast life, full of 
horsed, jockeys, sporting men aud fast 
women, with Blaud H olt in the leading 
role as an American detective. 
“ Man­ 
kind ” and “ P luck” are two new plays by 
the eame authors—Merritt, Pettitt & liar- 
ris— which are to be produced, the first 
here aud the second in Sydney. 
Sydney’s Garden Palace, or grand exhi­ 
bition building, which cost over a million 
aDd a quaiter dollars to erect, and has re­ 
cently been totally destroyed by fire, was 
an immense structure, and uninsured. The 
theories advanced as to the origin of the 
conflagration are infinite. 
One specially 
noteworthy is that “ a fire-ball, or other 
meteor of a cometary nature, may have 
touohed the roof of the building, exploded 
the gas pipes, aud set the whole place in a 
blaze in a tw inkling.” 
Joseph Cook, the lecturing theologian, 
arrived here this morning from Sydney, on 
his way to San Francisco, and lectured in 
the Opera house, which was densely packed 
by an attentive audience. During hij visit 
to these colonies he has met with his usual 
success in antagonizing the press, seldom 
if ever allowing an opportunity of insult­ 
ing its members to slip. 
Perhaps they de­ 
serve it, and perhaps he is following the 
injunction of Him he calls Master in thus 
returaing good for evil. 
Members of his 
own cloth have been here added to his die- 
paragers, calling him a “ theological ped­ 
dler,” and other odd epithets. 
Archibald Forbes, the London journal­ 
ist, is also about to leave the Colonies, 
where he has proved himself a silver- 
tongued orator, if one who has talked a 
great deal of money iato his pockets may 
bo so called.

States he will pick lip hia affianced heiress, 
with whom he will proceed to the vicinity 
of St. j ames, there to settle, and maybe 
find that “ Peaoe hath her victories no less 
renowned than war.”

Ul'ra fashionable ladies cover their pet 
lap-dogs with tioy blankets made of a bit 
of the dress gonds of which their own cos­ 
tumes are made. 
Jersey jackets of royal cardinal, olive- 
green, marine blue, velvet or cashmere, are 
very fashiooabiy worn over skirts and tu­ 
nica of tweed or Roman plaid. 
One hundred aud fifty yards of ribbon__ 
thirty yards each of terra-cotta, pale blue, 
ohve, cream color, and brown—went to 
make up the trimmings of a successful 
toilet !rom over the sea. 
Bewitching little gowns for two year-old 
girls are made of soft white wool, crocheted 
very closely in loops in the stitch known as 
the brioche, aud afterward cut, leaving a 
suft and smooth Eurface. 
The collar and 
deep cuffs are made of w’hite plush. 
A French bonnet, displayed as one cf 
the most fashionable models of French 
high art, has five contrasting colors upon it 
in satin velvet, “ plum ” pompoD», and os­ 
trich tips, to say nothing of the gold and 
bronze colon comprising the clasps which 
fasten tne satin bows.

Some 
H atters for Thought—Receipts— 
Ornamentation—Dried Grasses 
—The Kitchen. 


The closing sentence of the Rev. N ew ­ 
man Sm yth’s first sermon as pastor at N ew 
Haven was the Scripture passage, “ Arise, 
let us go hence.” 
The reporter of one of 
the local papers, whose religions education 
seems to have bisen neglected, rendered the 
words, “ Amen, let u go home.” 


G rasses for D ecoration.— Great use 
has been made of imported dried grasses 
for purposes of decoration, but few are 
aware cf the beau'y cf our native lowland 
graiseB, since fashion, which forsooth can 
even idealize the sunflower, has not Been 
f t to set her acal upon them. 
Fine grasses 
are seldom found upon dry soil, but in 
meadows and unwooded swales the seeker 
w ill find them in infinito variety. 
Other 
desirable water-loving plants, much pret­ 
tier for drying than the fashionable cat­ 
tail, also abound in such localities. 
Some 
of the daintiest ornaments of ladies’ bon­ 
nets are culled from these neglected wastes. 
As taste will bo the guide in selection, it 
is not necessary to particulariza varieties. 
For the time of gathering it ¡B impossible 
to give dates, but grasses and their kindred 
should be cut while in the bud, a short 
time before the blossom opens— if later 
they are apt to “ fuzz” or rattle off. 
For 
treatment cut the stalks of the desired 
length and clean of blades or leaves. Place 
the heads together, and tie in bunches of a 
size that will dry readily. 
Hang in the 
shade till dry. 
W heat, oats, barley and 
rye are also beautiful. 
I believe they 
should 
be 
cut 
while 
in 
the 
white 
stage 
of 
development, 
which 
comes 
between the green ami yellow. Experience 
has shown me that they work well at this 
age, at least. 
Treatment the same as for 
grasses. 
The one defect of all dried grasses 
is their loss of color. 
Some water-plants, 
like cat-tail, dry to a rich golden brown, 
but dried grasses have a dingy, washed-out 
appearance, which can only be remedied 
by dyeing or bleaching. 
They are dyed 
by florists in all brilliant colors, but refined 
taste seems to dictate that the original 
branze, gold or green be restored. 
The 
process is simple and performed with ani­ 
line dyes, which are for sale in various 
forms. 
J/'aman’a liquid dyes are highly 
recommended and easily used. 
Full direc­ 
tions c„.ne with each bottle, and where 
they are sold a pamphlet giving further 
particulars will be furnished at request. 
For tho3e w to do not possess the skill of 
florists in Bhaping by steamipg and manip­ 
ulation. it is well to place tho grasses or 
oats in an upright or leaning position while 
drying after dyeing, to avoid the stiff look 
of a perfectly erect stalk. 
Indeed, if the 
grasses ara not to be dyed, it is well 
to 
dry 
them 
in 
some such position 
at 
first. 
Fcr 
arrangement 
there 
are 
few 
prettier things than the little 
grass or grain-trimmed baskets—called bas­ 
kets, though they are in the form of any. 
thing else as well. 
Designs for everything 
of this kind, both trimmed and untrimmed, 
may be readily found. 
If the basket can­ 
not be obtained, delicate willow baskets, 
willow ware, toys, Euch as chairs, cradles, 
etc., may be utilized for the purpose. 
I 
have a doll’s willow chair trimmed, which 
makes a pretty ornament for a low bracket. 
The seat is covered with blue silk tacked 
with straw buttons, the frame concealed by 
yellow grasses, with a this!le-ball flattened 
at the back, forming a cushion where the 
h-ad rests, with a fan of bearded grain 
above it. 
The trimming is h e ll by wind­ 
ing with fine ¡wire, beginning at the top; 
another arrangement ia to form a bouquet 
cf grastes, ferns, cat-tail, autumn leaves, 
small thistle balls, etc., upon a square or 
oval of velvet, satin or cloth, framed in a 
border of ferns or autumn leaves. 
They 
can be held in place by a few stitches, and 
the finished picture may be tacked upon 
the wall. 
Lack of space prevents further 
details of methods of arrangement, but all 
are familiar with many pretty designs.__ 
[Outing. 


T iie D ishcloth.— Another very desira­ 
ble thing is a clean dishcloth. 
For it is in­ 
disputable that dishcloths are not always 
as «weet smelling as might be. 
In fact, to 
keep them free from any suspicion of taint 
requires daily care. 
There should be 
squares of hemmed toweling (those of knit 
ted cotton are good) sacredly consecrated 
to this purpose, especially where children 
or “ help»” do *my or all of the dish­ 
washing. 
H i f l .- ris are prone to be care­ 
less npon this point, liable to take any 
cloth that comea h ady, and I have known 
as many as half a d zen rags to accumu­ 
late, all sm :’ieg 
—typhoid fever! 
The 
dishcloth should he carefully washed in hot 
water after each e- igc, frequently adding 
a litt’e soils ; a-v'-uui bo wrung as free from 
water as poesitrie anil ¡rri a 1 or hung in a 
manner to dry rapidly, «•*•’. every week be 
thrown into tue family was ’ ig to receive 
a thorough oleaariug and I-* i iu.g.

onions, eight quarts cold water, salt and 
pepper, e pices. 
Cat meat and fowl in 
E m ail pieces, put butter in the pot, then 
the meat ; cook gently half an hour, add 
the water, let it come to a boi1, skim, 
place on the lire where it will boil slowly 
six hours, add vegetables and spice, boil 
an hour longer, strain and cool. Let stand 
till all the fat has stiffened, then remove 
and turn it carefully from the dish, leaving 
all sediment at the bottom. 
Set in a cool 
place ; it will keep several days.—[The 
Housekeeper. 
Ornamentation.—A table-cover of dark 
blue plush or velvet is made artistically 
lovely by having a stem of golden rod cm- 
hroidered in one corner.

onion and finely-chopped parsley, two tea­ 
spoonfuls of salt, one of powdered thyme, 
half a saltspoonful of pepper, and one egg 
beaten sm ooihly with h alf a pint of milk ; 
put all these ingredients into a buttered 
earthen dish, atrew a fine layer of bread 
crumbs over the top, and bake the hash 
brown in a moderate oven. 


S w eet P otato P one — Peel and grate 
Bweet potatoes enough to fill a quart bowl, 
working very quickly so that they may not 
become discolored ; mix with the grated 
potato half a pint of sweet milk, three 
table spoonfuls of powdered ginger and 
half a pound of butter beaten to a cream 
with half a pound of sugar ; if oraDges are 
in season, add the grated rind and juice of 
one ; pour the batter thus made into a but­ 
tered pan, and bake the pone in a moderate 
oven for two hours.

said h er M ajesty, “ he believes iu these th in g s.” Át 
th a t tim e we had n o t th e Rev. C harles D ale’s cor­ 
roboration of th e story. 
“ The narrative,’ nays the writer, “ derives its 
value from its implicit truth. The testimonies are 
unimpeachable, and the long disputed fact is, in my 
opinion, proved that impalpable spirits not oulv 


they were now four in number, whiat was 
proposed in the evenings.

About the middle of the eighteenth 
century there lived at Loftus Hail, in the 
County of Wexford, Charles Tottenham, a 
member of the Irish Parliament, usually 
known as “ Tottenham and his Boots,” on 
account of a celebrated ride which he look 
from Tottenham Green to Dublin at the 
time when it was debated in the House 
whether the sum of £80,001, the oveiplus 
of Irish taxation, should Ire retained for 
the benefit of the Irisii Nation or sent as a 
gift to the Eaglish Treasury. 
Tottenham 
was ill and in bed when the news reached 
him. 
He immediately rose, aud ordering 
his horse to be saddled at once, set out on 
his memorable journey—eighty-six Irish 
miles. 
He arrived at the Parliament House, 
muddy and travel-stained, just before the 
question was p u t; but. being in undress, 
tue usher at first refused him admission, 
as an order had been made that every 
member should attend in fuli dress or for­ 
feit £500. 
Tne Speaker, however, ruled 
that, as a member, he had a right to enter, 
but was liable to the penalty. 
Accord­ 
ingly, he came in just as lie was, with his 
whip in his hand, and his long, heavy 
riding-boots, and gave the casting-vote io 
favor of his country, thereby retaining the 
£80,000 for its use. 
He at once became 
immensely 
popular. 
His picture was 
painted and engraved, in his riding-dress 
and large, cumbrous boots, and widely cir­ 
culated. 
Hence he had the name which in 
the family still cleaves to him—“ T otten­ 
ham and his Boots .” 
‘ His stcond son, Charles Tottenham, had 
two daughters, Elizabeth and Anne, to the 
latter of whom my tale relates. 
He came 
to live at Loftus Hail, the old baronial res 
idence cf the Loftus family, with his sec­ 
ond wife and the two daughters of his first 
wife—the Hon. Anne Lottus and Eliza­ 
beth. 
Loftus H ill was an old rambling m u - 
aion, with no protrusion to beauty; ¡ as 
sages that led nowhere ; large dreary 
rooms, small closets, various unmeaning

wans, aud a tapestry chamber. 
Theccunty Wexford, when conquered by 
Scrongbow, in 117—, was divided among 
his hardy followers. 
The strongholds 
erected by them to secure their prey still 
import a peculiar character to the southern 
portion—a large squsre castle or keep, 
wfith a bawn attached, to preserve their 
cattle at night. 
The tortiou obtained by 
one of the soldiers, De Raymond, upon 
which L d:us Hail was built, was a low, 
flat peninsular of limestone, stretching out 
into the A’lautie Ocean, and upon which 
its long and mighty waves heat with awlul 
magnificence in a storm. 
It was forfeited 
by Dc Raymond after the Rebellion of 
1(111 and became the property of the Tot­ 
tenham family. 
It is so separated and cut 
off Iron, all communication with the outer 
world that a feeling of loneliness and utter 
desolation fixes itself on the minds of all 
who remain long enough to wear off the 
impression of a strange novelty. 
Here resided, as I have said, at the time 
my “ o»or true tale” commences, Charles 
Tottenham, his second wife ami his daugh­ 
ter Anne ; Elizabeth, his elder daughter, 
having been married. 
The father was a 
cold, austere man ; the stepmother, such 
as th at unamiaule relation is generally 
represented to be. 
W hat aud haw grtat 
the state of lonely solitude and depression 
of mind of poor Anne must have been in 
such a place, without neighbors or auy 
home sympathies, may easily be imagined. 
One wet and stormy night, as they sat in 
the large drawing-room—those thre.e—in 
the days when literature was almost ud- 
knotvu, fancy work, beyond samplers and 
their rude decorations, unthought of, and 
the thousand kuickknacks, incentive to 
modern ladies’ work, yet dormant in the 
womb of time—they were startled by a 
loud knocking at the outer gate, a most 
surprising and unusual occurrence.

ently the servant announced that a young 
gentleman on horseback was there request­ 
ing lodging and shelter for the night.

hid lost his way, his horse was used up, 
aud he had been guided by the only light 
which ne seen from their window.

The stranger was admitted and 
refreshed, and proved himself to be a most 
agreeable companion and a finished geutle- 
man—too agreeable far for the lone scion 
of the House of Tottenham, for a sad and 
mourntul talc follows, and one 
whoso 
straDge results have no; ceased to the pres­ 
ent day. 
Much mystery has involved the story at 
the present p.cn:, and, in truth, the m atter 
was kept in such silence and obscurity that 
Rut for trie acts of her who was chief suf­ 
ferer in it through several generations, 
nothing would now be known ; evervone 


to, ami tha* the Tottenham family were 
ever after veiy kind to him to the day of 
his death, and ai.erward were so to the 
members of his family as long as bis good 
Services w ere rem em bered. 
This latter 


had long passed away who c >uld throw 
light upon it, aud when the strange facts 
and circumstances occurred which led the 
writer of thi3 to inquire concerning her, 
much difficulty was experienced iu traciug 
back her sad history. 
The fact, 1 believe, was—that which was 
most natural under the circumstances_ 
that this lonely girl formed a strong attach­ 
m ent to the gillan: youth chance had 
brought to her djor, which was warmly re­ 
turned.

The years wore on, and once again I was 
a^ guest at Loftus Hall. 
The Marquis of 
Eiy and his large family, with a gieat re­ 
tinue of servants, filled the house to over­ 
flowing. 
As I passed the honsekeeper’s 
room, 1 heard the valet, Shannon, say to 
her, “ W hat ! I to sleep in tbe tapestry 
room ! 
N ever! 
I will leave my lord’s 
service before 1 sleep there !” 
At once my former experience in that 
room flashed upon my mind. 
I had never 
thought of it during the interval, aud was 
still utterly ignorant of Anne Tottenham ; 
so, when the housekeeper had gone, I en­ 
tered the room, and said, “ SiiannoD, do 
tell me why you will not sieep in the 
tapestry-looni, as I have a particular rea­ 
son for asking you th at question.” 
He 
looked at me for a moment aud then said, 
“ Is it possible that you do not know ?” 
I 
said, “ I really know nothing, but 1 have a 
particular reason for asking why you will 
not sleep in that room.” Again he said, 
“ Is it possible that you do not know that 
Miss Tottenham passes through that room 
every night, and, dreBsed in a stiff flowered 
silk dress, enters the closet in tbe corner ?’’ 
I replied that 1 had never heard a word of 
her till now, but that, when I was here a 
few years ago, I saw twice a figure exactly 
like what he had described, and passed my 
arm through her body, aDd th at the sec­ 
ond time i had distinctly seen the flowers 
on her gown, as from her haste it had 
turned up in a triangular lap on my cur­ 
tain. 
“ Yes,” said he, “ that was Miss 
Tottenham, and, as is well known, she was 
confined—mad—in th at room and died 
there, and, they say, was buried in that 
closet.” 
Upon my visit at th at time tbe tapestry- 
room was allotted to a married couple, and 
then I learned nothing further. 
Again time wore od. 
I had entered my 
profession and was immersed in hard and 
constant work iu the north of Ireland, and 
had too much to do even to think of Anne 
Tottenham, 
Another generation arose, another owner 
possessed the property—the grandson cf lay 
friend. 
Iu the year 1858 he, being then a 
child, came with his mother, the present 
dowager Marchioness of Ely, and his tutor, 
the Rev. Mr. Dale, to the hall for the bath­ 
ing seasou. 
Mr. Dale was no imaginative 
person—a solid, steady, highly educated 
English clergyman, who had never heard 
the name even of Miss Tottenham. 
The 
tapestry room was his bed-chamber. 
One 
day iu th at year, when autumn was fast 
fading into wiuter, I received a letter from 
Lord Henry Loftus, the uncle of the young 
Marquis of Ely, saying, “ Do tell me what 
it was you saw long ago in the tapestry 
chamber, for something strange must have 
happened there to the Rev. Caarles Dale, 
as he came to breakfast quite mj’9tified. 
Something very strange must have hap 
pened to him in that room, but he will not 
teli us, seems quite nervous, and, iu short, 
Í3 determined to give up his tutorship and 
go at once to England. 
Every year some­ 
thing m jsterious has happened to any per­ 
son who slept in that room, but they 
always keep it close. 
Mr. Deriagey, a 
Wexford gentleman, slept there a short 
j time ago. 
He had a sphnd'd dreuing- 
I case, tilted with gold ‘and silver articles, 
j which he left carefully locked on his table 
at night, and iu the morning found cvyry 
article scattered about the room.” 
The dowager Marchioness told me that 
now Misa 
Tottenham 
had “ regularly 
turned them out of the house,” and orders 
had been given to convert the tapestry 
chamber into a billiard-room. 
Upon hearing this I determined to write 
to the Rev. Charles Dale, than incumbent 
oi a parish near Dovor, telling him what 
had occurred to myself iu that room, and 
that the evidences of supernatural appear­ 
ances there were so strong and continued 
for several generations that I was anxious 
to put them together, and should consider 
it a great favor if he would tell me whether 
anything had happened to him in that 
room, and of what nature. 
He then for 
the first time mentioned the matter, and 
from his letter now' before me I make the 
following extract ; 
“ For three weeks I experienced no in­ 
convenience from the lady, but one night, 
just before we were to leave, I had sat up 
l*te. 
It was just 1 o’clock when I retired 
to my bedroom (the tapestry room) ; a very 
beautiful moonlight night. 
I locked my 
door, and saw that trie shutters were prop­ 
erly fastened, as I did every night. 
I had 
nor laid myself down more than five min­ 
utes before something jumped on the bed, 
making a growling noise, ar.d the bed­ 
clothes were pulled off, though I strongly 
resisted the pul!. 
I immediately jumped 
out of bed, lighted my candis, looked into 
the closet and under the bed, but saw 
nothing.” 
Mr. Dale goes on to say th at he en­ 
deavored to account for it in some such 
way as I had formerly done, having never 
up to that time heard one word of the lady 
or her doiDgs in that room. 
He adds : “ I 
did not see the lady or hear any noise but 
the growling.” 
Mr. Dale had shut the 
windows closely, vvhrreasl had them fully 
open, and a brilliant full inoon shining in, 
as also had Shannon, the valet, who had 
seen her many years before me. 
Here, then, is the written testimony of a 
benefieed English clergyman, occupying 
the responsible position of tutor to the 
young Marquis of 
Ely, a most sober- 
minded and unimpressionable man. 
He 
repeats, iu 18Ü7, almost the very words of 
my father when detailing his experience iu 
that room in 1790—a roan of whose exist­ 
ence he had never been cognizant, and 
therefore utterly ignorant of his knowdedge 
of Miss Tottenham’s doings iu that room 
nearly eighty years ago. 
In the autumn of 1868 I was again in the 
locality, at Dunmore, the opposite side of 
the W aterford estuary. 
I went across to 
see the old place and what alterations Miss 
Tottenham had foiced the proprietors to 
make in my tapestry chamber. 
I found 
th at the dark closet into which the poor 
lady bad always vanished was taken away, 
the room enlarged, and two additional win­ 
dows put in, the old tapestry and its 
“ mimic chase ” bad all gone, and a billiard 
table occupied the place of poor Anne’s bed. 
I took aside the old housekeeper, who had 
been in those long-past days a servant of 
lay father, and who looked upon me as if I 
also had been a ghost from the tomb, and 
asked her to tell me how Mies Totteuhaui 
bore those changes in her apartment. 
She 
looked quite frightened and most anxious 
to avoid the question, but at leDgth hur­ 
riedly replied, “ O h! M ister George, don’t 
talk about her ; last night she made a hor­ 
rid noise, kuocking ihc billiard 
balls 
ab o u t!” 
I have traced with strict tru th this moat 
real and true tale, from the days of “ Tot­ 
tenham and his Boot3 ” to those of his 
great great-grandson. 
In considering the very interesting ques­ 
tion wnether there is spiritual iuterrerence 
iu the affairs of this World, which so very 
Urg a number of educated people posi­ 
tively assert, and which a greater number 
as tmrilively contradict, one or two re­ 
ma* ks may help to simplify tbe matter.

Last Saturday we published the views of 
Mr. Herbert Spencer on what he has seen 
of American civilization. It has been com­ 
plained th at in moBt respects he has men­ 
tioned the peculiarities which preceding 
travelers had observed, but this only goes 
to show that the traits spoken of are those 
which most strike strangers at the first 
view. 
Mr. Spencer has inevitably been 
interested in our 
system 
of 
political 
“ Bosses,” though it is evident th at he 
has not mastered th at elaborate system. 
He also thinks th at our history shows the 
difficulties attending paper constitutions to 
be even greater than had been believed, 
and he is particularly moved by the to him 
remarkable indifference of the American 
people to the preservation and maintenance 
of private rights. 
He expatiates upon this 
at considerable length, and he thinks it a 
dangerous tendency. Now this is a charac­ 
teristic of the American people which has 
been pointed out by every European who 
has examined their ways, and it hi3 ex­ 
isted 
for 
several 
generations. 
Mr. 
Spencer thinks the disposition to sub­ 
mit to small abuses and invasions of 
private rights is dangerous, because, as he 
observes, “ free institutions can be properly 
“ worked only by men each of whom is 
“ jealous of his own rights and also sym- 
“ pathetically jealous of the rights of 
“ others—will 
neither 
aggress on his 
“ neighbors, in Braall things or great, nor 
‘ ‘tolerate aggression in others. ” ANew York 
journal, replying to Mr. Spencer, is ob­ 
liged to own that Americans do submit to 
small abuses, but seeks to justify this 
tendency by alleging th at when small 
abuses have become great they “ rise in 
“ their might,” and abolish them. 
Even 
if this were true, however, it would not 
suffice. 
All it would show is that the 
American 
people 
alternated indifference 
with evolution, and th at could not estab­ 
lish a claim to 
the 
highest form of 
civilization. 
We wish to point out, however, that 
Alexia de Tocqueville made, between forty 
and fifty years ago, precisely the observa­ 
tions which Mr. Spencer has now offered. 
His language is as follows: 
“ Another 
“ tendency, which is extremely natural 
“ to 
democratic 
nations 
and 
ex- 
“ tremely dangerous, 
is 
that 
which 
“ leads them to despise and undervalue the 
“ rights of 
private persons. 
* 
* 
The 
“ rights of private persons among demo­ 
c r a t ic nations are commonly of small im- 
“ portance, of recent growth, and extreme- 
“ ly precarious—the consequence is that 
“ they are often sacrificed without regret, 
“ and almost always violated without re- 
“ morse.” And again he observes : 
“ It 
“ would seem as if the rulers of our time 
“ sought only to use men in order to ma^e 
“ things g re a t; I wish that they would try 
“ a little more to make great m en ; that 
“ they would set less value on the work, 
“ and more upon the workman ; that they 
“ would never forget that a nation cannot 
“ long remain strong when every man be­ 
lo n g in g to it is individually weak, and 
“ that no force or combination ef social 
“ polity has yet been devised to make 
“ an energetic people out of a 
com- 
“ munity 
of 
pusillanimous 
and 
en- 
“ feebled citizens.” 
There is a remarkable 
resemblance between this last sentence 
and the citation from Ile.bert Spencer 
which we have given above. 
The thought 
in each is the same. 
It is that free insti­ 
tutions cannot be maintained in the general 
after freedom in the particular has been 
abandoned. 
Mr. Spencer refers to the 
maxim, 
“ The price of liberty is eter- 
“ nal vigilance,” to show that our ancestors 
understood better than we do the condi­ 
tions necessary to freedom. 
He and Tocqueville agree that Ameri­ 
cans are prone to tolerate invaeions of pri­ 
vate rights. 
It is evident th at this has be­ 
come a national trait, and it it clear that if 
so it cannot be eradicated without strenuous 
exertion. 
Tocqueville attributes it to the 
natural influence of democratic doctrines, 
and since it has grown up so steadily among 
us that would seem as good an explana­ 
tion as can be had. 
In a democracy the 
tendency is for the people to become every­ 
thing and the individual nothing. 
Private 
rights are at first supposed to give way to 
popular rights or necessities. 
This creates 
the habit of surrendering private rights 
without protest, and so invariably the door 
is opened for many abuses, which gradually 
clip the liberty of the individual. 
And it 
is to be observed th at the theory of a New 
Y'ork paper to .th e effect that the people 
will “ rise in their m ight” when it becomes 
necessary*, is not a logical deduction. 
For 
the more men accustom themselves to 
tolerate 
abuses, 
the 
more 
liable 
will 
they be 
to rest patient under 
them. 
It is only the constant and perpet­ 
ual resistance to all invasions of private 
rightB which can secure immunity from 
more serious aggressions. 
The English 
habit of grumbling, to which Mr. Spencer 
refers, is really the English instinct of 
jealousy of 
English 
freedom. 
Every 
private right is guarded with unceasing 
vigilance there, and the result is that the 
public are well served by all who minister 
to them, and that no one dreams of putting 
upon them the affronts and abuses which 
Americans meekly tolerate every day of 
the year. 


The Nation thinks th at the American 
habit of toleration is due to several causes, 
among which are noticed carelessness, and 
a genuine belief that the small abuses 
spoken of do not amount to anything. But 
to say this is to say tn at American civiliza­ 
tion is backward, and that the American 
theory of freedom is strangely defective. 
Admitting the reality of the phenomena, 
we think it is necessary to find some other, 
explanation 
of 
them, on pain of ac­ 
knowledging that our system of gov­ 
ernment contains within it the seeds 
of its own destruction. 
For it mani­ 
festly 
is not true that the American 
people are accustomed to “ rise in their 
" m ight,” as alleged. 
Ever since the close 
of the rebellion they have been growing 
more indifferent to abuses. 
The tolerance 
they have extended to political abuses has 
amazed all the world. 
The encourage­ 
ment they have given to demagogues is 
perhaps a part of the system which cannot 
be got rid of. 
B at it is specially apparent 
th at they are liable to be seduced into 
make-believe “ risings,” which are got up 
simply to put political adventurers into 
office, and these aims having been secured 
the people sit down quietly again, and go 
on enduring abuses as before. 
This is the most discouraging feature of 
the case. 
And even though the abases so 
tolerated were all email, it is clear that 
the habit of tolerating invasions of small 
rights must lead to the habit of tolerating 
larger aggressions in time. 
Those also who 
have coated to protect their own rights 
cannot be expected to care much for 
the rights of their neighbors. 
But this 
feeling of indifference encourages abuses, 
and strengthens them. 
It also lorsens 
the bonds of sympathy between men. 
It 
also exposes the whole commnn-ly to 
greater dangers. 
And if perm itted to de­ 


velop it must In the end tend to the abso­ 
lute suppression of liberty, because a peo­ 
ple who have forgotten how to protect their 
individual rights will lie incapable of de­ 
fending their aggregate liberties. 
Mr. 
Spencer professes to think th at we Bhall 
outgrow the tendencies he refers to. 
Wo 
cannot see how any such conclusion is war­ 
ranted. 
The natural course in such a case 
is for the evil to become worse all the time. 
A habit of tolerating abuses cannot tend 
to weaken and abolish itself. 
On the con­ 
trary it must grow stronger with practice. 
Therefore it would seem that as a first step 
toward recovery the American people must 
exhibit stine disposition to guard private 
rights with greater energy. 
At present it 
must be confessed that there is no indica­ 
tion of any such return to a regard for in­ 
dividual rights, but that there never waB a 
time when the tendency toward violating 
such rights seemed more general. 


PROTECTIONIST FALLACIES. 


The Protectionists are just now reeur- 
rect-ng some of their oldest and most non­ 
sensical arguments. 
One of them is to the 
effect that if the tariff were abolished all 
the protected manufacturers would have 
to quit business, and all the people now 
supported by those industries would have 
to look to agriculture for a living. 
This 
argument is used particularly to frighten 
the farmers, by making them apprehend 
such an irruption of labor as must swamp 
them. But they need not be alarmed. The 
whole proposition of the Protectionists is 
ridiculous on its face. 
Agriculture main­ 
tains all the non-productive classes now. 
Is has to support all the protected manu­ 
factures. 
And if agriculture can do this 
with all the loss and waste involved in the 
tariff system, it stands to reason, and can 
be mathematically demonstrated, that ag­ 
riculture can support the same classes 
directly, and with much more economy’. 
.So the pretense that the farmers have 
reason to fear free trade, is shown to be 
nonsensical. 
The farmers have everything 
to hope from free trade. 
At present they 
3re made to pay out the whole cost of pro­ 
tection. 
They are taxed in order to enable 
other people to get a living at trades which 
will not afford a natural support to them. 
Supposing the Government encouraged the 
cultivation of desert and worthless lands 
by proclaiming that whoever would culti­ 
vate them should be paid, by taxes levied 
upon his neighbors, the equivalent of the 
produce of so many acres at 60 bushels an 
acre? That is the principle of Protection. 
As concerns the farmers, however, it is 
worse than that, for it compels them to pay 
50 per cent, more than they ought to pay 
for all their clothing, furniture, crockery, 
utensils, tools and machinery. 
There is no 
possible protection for their produce. That 
must compete with “ the pauper labor 
“ of Europe.” 
It dees so, and what is 
more, in the teeth of high cost of produc­ 
tion, it beats the aforesaid pauper labor— 
a fact which the Protectionists can no more 
explain by their theories than they can ex­ 
plain the supremacy of English manufact­ 
ures over continental manufactures, not­ 
withstanding the rate of wages in England 
is far higher than anywhere on the Conti­ 
nent. 
The American farmer does without 
Protection. 
But now the American wine­ 
grower clamors for it, and we are told that 
California specially requires it. 
California 
does not require Protection. 
For to give 
our wine-growers Protection is against pub­ 
lic interest, which we take to be of more 
consequence than that of a single class, or 
of any number of classes. 
California wine 
is capable of holding its own upon its mer­ 
its. 
If it is not it ought to go down. 
There is no reason why the people of Cali­ 
fornia should be forced to pay an artificial 
price for California wines, and when they 
are asked to support the party that holds 
this policy they are justified in character­ 
izing the proposition as an impudent one. 
Protection is always against public po'- 
icy and interest, for it is always for the 
peculiar benefit of a small number of 
people, and this benefit always consists in 
artificially raising the selling price of their 
wares by cutting the public iff from the 
cheapest markets. 
W hen a pretended 
anti-monopoly party, moreover, advocates 
Protection, it shows itself to be grossly 
ignorant or as flagrantly insincere. 
For 
the very essence of Protection is monopoly. 
When our viticulturists clamor for higher 
duties upon foreign wines and brandies, 
what is it they are asking ? 
It is that they 
shall be given a monopoly of the domestic 
m arket for wines and brandies. 
It is that 
they shall be enabled to exact higher prices 
from their customers by avoiding competi­ 
tion. 
And that is monopoly of the most 
offensive kind. 
Y et oar alleged “ anti­ 
monopolists ” have the stupidity or the 
impudence to stand forward and tell the 
public 
that 
Protection 
is 
in 
the 
interest of the community. 
The assertion 
is absolutely false. 
It is never in the in­ 
terest of the community to have anything 
dear and scarce. 
I t is always in the in­ 
terest of the community to have everything 
cheap and abundant. 
As long as foreign 
wines can enter into competition with the 
native growths the public will be sure of 
reasonable prices 
for 
both, while the 
competition will also eecure good quality. 
But let the foreign wines be excluded by 
the tariff, and the public will have to pay 
a higher pries for probably an inferior ar­ 
ticle, 
Moreover those who embark in 
viticulture have no right to expect that the 
public should support them. 
The farmers 
do not look to their neighbors for help. 
If their crops fail they have to stand it. 
But every other industry whines for Pro­ 
tection ; that is to say, makes a demand 
for some of the farmer’s earnings, for it is 
ho who has to pay for all these things in 
the long rnn. 


Protection docs not tend to raise wages, 
either. 
That is another gross delusion. 
It ¡3 not true that workingmen are inter­ 
ested in maintaining the tariff. 
They are 
interested in procuring its abolition. 
All 
the tariff does for them is to make living 
more cosily. 
It diminishes the purchasing 
power of their wages fifty per cent. 
That 
is aii it does for them. 
Wages, moreover, 
are only nominally* h'gber in this country 
than in England. 
The English shilling 
will go as far in buying meat things as the 
American half-dollar. 
And where Ameri­ 
can wages are higher than in Europe it is 
because of the great resources of this 
country, and not at all because of the 
taritf. 
Protection in fact is au unmixed 
evil. 
ÜV hat it does is to make living dear 
for the people at large, in order to pay to a 
few persons money which they have not 
earned, and which they ought not to have. 
It causes capital to be embarked in unpro­ 
ductive 
enterprises. 
It plunders 
the 
farmers and the workingmen for the benefit 
of manufacturers. 
Y'et it doe3 not in the 
long run benefit the latter, since it keeps 
them out of the foreign market?, and 
by confining their trade renders them 
the more liable to those periodic gluts of 
the domestic m arket which bring about 
financial panics, and result in ruin and 
suffering to scores of thousands. 
The tariff 
is a thoroughly barbarous system. 
It is a 
disgrace to a civilized 
nation. 
It is 


founded upon economic fallacies which 
have been exploded for years, and which 
have long ceased to be taught in any re­ 
spectable American Bchool or college. 
The 
farmers, however, are above all injured 
and defrauded by the tariff, and therefore 
when they are asked to vote for the party 
that supports and attem pts to justify that 
outrageous system, they ought to under­ 
stand w hat it is that they are invited to 
do. 
The Kepublicans say to them, “ We 
“ have robbed you for years ; you and the 
“ working men ; and now we promise that 
“ if you will vote for us we will go on 
“ robbing you and the workingmen as long 
“ as we are in power.” 
Certainly this 
assurance is particularly calculated to in­ 
spire confidence in the voters. 


A 
SEASONABLE 
DISCOURSE. 


An address was delivered at the Califor­ 
nia College of Pharmacy the other day, by 
W, 11. L. Barnes, and it strikes as as hav­ 
ing been peculiarly seasonable, though it is 
by no means impassible that the pharma­ 
cists may not relish it. 
Mr. Barnes de­ 
voted his remarks principally to the abuse 
which the patent medicine trade consti­ 
tutes, and he urged upon the graduating 
class of young apothecaries the duty of 
refusing to these nostrums a place on their 
ehelves. 
He said : “ Your society can put 
“ an end, if it will, to th e vast and 
“ destructive trade iu proprietary modi- 
“ cines—these patent devices for the de- 
“ struction of the body and the cutting of 
“ the public purse. 
* 
* 
I t íb said that 
“ the patent medicine trade in England 
“ and the United States amounts to $200,- 
“ 000,000 per annum. 
W ho is responsible 
“ for this ? 
I understand it is considered 
“ quackery for a regularly graduated phy­ 
" sician to dispense a secret nostrum or at- 
“ test the value of a patent medicine. 
“ W hy is it cot equally reprehensible for 
“ pharmacists to give them place on their 
“ shelves and indorse them ?” 
There can 
be no doubt as to the magnitude of the 
patent medicine abuse, but unfortunately 
it is very difficult to make any head against 
it. 
The druggists might perhaps retort 
upon the press that if the latter did not 
give publicity* to patent medicines there 
would be no demand for them. 
And 
there is a great deal of truth in this. 
All 
the patent medicine proprietors who have 
grown rich—and their name is Legion— 
have owed their success mainly to bold and 
extensive advertising. 
The druggists may 
say that they do not indorse the patent 
medicines they keep for sale. 
They may 
say that they cannot undertake to protect 
the public against the natural consequences 
of their own credulity and felly. 
In fact 
the m atter is one of those in which private 
interests are distinctly alien to the public 
interests, and in regard to which, there­ 
fore, even John Stuart Mill might admit 
the necessity of Government interference. 
J ust aa in the Factory Acts the British 
Government interfered to prevent the em­ 
ployment of children in health-destroying 
occupations, being justified in so doing by 
the consideration th at neither the factory 
o wners nor the parents of the children could 
be trusted to apply any reform, eo the Gov­ 
ernment might with equal reason interfere 
to protect the public against an evil which 
neither the press nor the pharmacists can 
be trusted to deal with. 
In no other way* 
does there appear any probability of a 
change for the better. 
Indeed the manu­ 
facture and sale of patent medicines ap­ 
pear to be increasing continually, and it 
is perhaps time that the Prohibitionists 
should interest themselveB in this kind of 
pernicious drinking also. 
* 


FALSE 
CREEDS 
MAKE 
HYPOCRITES. 


YY hen J udgeMcM. Shafter theother night 
told his audience that the propositions of 
the Republican State platform were uncon­ 
stitutional 
and therefore worthless, he 
made a statem ent which was authorita­ 
tive. 
He added that every lawyer knew 
the fact to be 
eo. 
There is no doubt 
about it, indeed, as this journal has abund­ 
antly demonstrated. 
But w hat can be 
thought of the morality of the party man­ 
agers who deliberately framed and adopted 
th at false an I fraudulent platform, and 
what can be thought of the candidates who 
have been indorsing it all over the State 
ever since ? 
One hears hide-bound par­ 
tisans sometimes express the opinion that it 
is the duty- of every member of a party to 
accept the regular party creed, no m atter 
what it may contain. 
We venture to say 
th at this theory is untenable and immoral. 
It never can be the duty of an honest man 
to do a dishonest act. 
And it is dishonest 
to pretend that falsehoods are truths, and 
th at shams are realities. 
It has been said 
that one reason why so much skepticism 
has crept into the Church of England is 
that until quite recently everyone who 
joined either of the qreat English universi­ 
ties 
was obliged to 
subscribe to the 
Thirty-nine Articles. 
Now these Thirty- 
nine Articles embrace several propositions 
which it is not possible for any educated 
and intelligent person to accept. 
And the 
consequence of having to pretend to accept 
them naturally and inevitably had a very 
demoralizing influence upon ¡hose who 
took the oath. 
Ju st so it is with party 
platforms. 
W hen they are falte* and fraud­ 
ulent, as tho Republican platform this year 
is, all who, realizing their falsity, never­ 
theless accept them, and pretend that they 
are true, must be demoralized, degraded 
and made hypocrites of. 
And this is of 
the very essence of such platforms. 
It is, 
in fact, one of the main objects of their 
existence. 
The moral standard of every 
campaign is fixed by the nominating Con­ 
vention. 
I t decides whether the party 
shall take an honest or a dishonest posi­ 
tion. 
And if if choo3e3 the latter, it at 
the same time insults every member of the 
party by calling upon them to join in the 
dishonesty. 
Estee of course, and all who are with 
him on the stump, know perfectly well 
that the platform is a tissue of falsehood 
aud fraud, and that it was devised for the 
sole purpose of deceiving tho voters. 
He 
and his followers, therefore, mnst be set 
down as conscious hypocrites and impostors. 
They are engaged in a systematic and de­ 
liberate conspiracy against 
the people. 
1'ney are trying to cheat them out of offices 
to which they have no legitimate claim. It 
follows aleo that if the Republican ticket 
was successful—a very large “ if” as the 
case stands, eve m ust confess—this sham 
platform would be flung aside at once, and 
all the candidateeelect would return to 
their natural status and cease making false 
pretenses. 
But it is evident th at the effect 
of such a canvass as the present upon pub­ 
lic morals cannot but be bad. 
The people 
aro familiarizid with the most impudent 
and brazen political imposition. 
They see 
men come forward, and while simulating 
the truth, state the most fu’some lies. 
They see these men pledging themselves 
day after day to the carrying out of a pro­ 
gramme which they know to be uneonsti- 
tutional an-.l therefore impracticable. They 
are made to realize that in politics false­ 
hood is worshiped in preference to truth. 
Such lcoscns are of necessity mischievous, 
and they tend to corrupt the public m ini 


and to encourage duplicity and fraud in all 
manner of ways. 
The candidates are self­ 
convicted hypocrites. 
They are actors. 
They are anything but honest, self-respect­ 
ing men. And snch platforms must always 
have the same sinister effect. 
Their adop­ 
tion degrades and isolates the party, 6inks 
it below the level of the Democracy, and 
renders it contemptible in the eyes of every 
upright man. 


W HsT 
ENGLAND 
PERCEIVES. 


Sir R'chard Temple, an Anglo-Indian 
statesman of note, has been making a tour 
of America, aud in the conree of a conver­ 
sation recently he remarked that though 
the majority of Englishmen are free-trad­ 
ers, they prefer that this country should 
have a protective tariff, as it prevents it 
from competing with England for foreign 
markets, and gives the latter a virtual 
monopoly of them. 
The Chicago Tribune 
observes upon this : 
“ The average rate of 
“ tariff taxation on American consumers of 
“ the class of goods which England pro- 
“ duces for sale is about 50 per cent. 
“ This amount of tax our manufacturers 
“ add to their prices to American consum- 
“ ers, and the backwater action of our 
“ tariff is to increase the cost of domestic 
“ manufactures and the expense of living 
“ about 50 per cent. 
Hence our tariff 
“ practically acts as a protection to our 
“ British competitors in keeping us out of 
“ foreign markets. 
The English are sharp 
“ enough to perceive that were it not for 
“ our so-called protective tariff manufact­ 
u r e s could be produced in this country 
“ at a general average of 50 per cent, less 
“ than they now sell, and consequently 
“ could be 6old at a profit in competition 
“ with British goods iu all the foreign mar- 
“ kets of the world.” 
I t is to be hoped 
that no Free Trader will take advantage of 
this argument to retort upon the Protec­ 
tionists the charge of being “ bought with 
“ British gold,” which was once so potent 
an aocusatiou on the part of the tariff rob­ 
bers. 
It is, however, perfectly true that 
the present fiscal policy of the United 
States is a positive and constant benefit to 
Great Britain, and that her merchants and 
manufacturers really could afford to sub­ 
sidize Congress to maintain the tariff. 
So 
long as that tariff remains what it is Amer­ 
ican manufactures can never compete with 
those of England in the markets of the 
world, and the English are shrewd enough 
to perceive and appreciate this. 


THE 
BEY’S 
FUNERAL. 


France, having killed the poor old Bey 
of Tunis, has just given him a magnificent 
military funeral. 
The facts about the 
Tunis tragedy have not been at all gener­ 
ally known, but it is certain that the 
whole of the French policy has been from 
beginning to end foully unjust and wrong. 
The pretext for aggression, the trouble 
w ith the Kroumirs, was a trumped-up one. 
There was no cause of quarrel with the 
Bey. 
His country was seized, overrun, 
and finally annexed, in the moat high­ 
handed and outrageous manner. 
I t was a 
piece of pure tyranny aud bullying, and it 
has been covered up with the most cold­ 
blooded 
diplomatic 
misrepresentations. 
England was bcund by many considera­ 
tions to defend the Bey, but her hands 
were tied by the Egyptian imbroglio at 
the time, and so France was allowed to do 
as she pleased. 
W hat she pleased was to 
annex Tunis, aud under the weight of the 
indignities heaped upon him, the heart of 
the old Bey broke, and he died. 
France 
has got Tunis, but she has bad to surren­ 
der her hold upon Egypt entirely, and she 
cannot claim any place in the future ar­ 
rangements which England is about to 
make tor the government of that country. 
And Tunis is after all not an acquisition to 
be compared with Egypt, while the man­ 
ner of obtaining it will be certain to bear 
bitter fruits hereafter, aud to render it far 
more of a burden than an advantage to the 
country which has to keep it in order and 
subjection. 


FEDERAL 
COURTS 
IN 
UfAIL 


The press and people of the country 
will probably do wisely to receive the 
statements of the Utah Gentile journals in 
regard to J udge Turner’s recent decision, 
with extreme caution. 
It is a familiar fact 
that the Gentile papers of that Territory 
are not at all trustw orthy in matters of 
this kind. 
Their bias against the Mor­ 
mons is so strong, their prejudice is eo 
rampant, that they are ever ready to ac­ 
cuse of treason any Federal officer or judge 
who tries to be impartial. 
I t is in the 
highest degree 
improbable 
that Judge 
Turner has unfairly favored the MormooB. 
It is in the highest degree improbable that 
he has been bribed by them. 
But it is un­ 
fortunately altogether credible that the 
Gentile papers of U tah arc making wild 
and irresponsible aud unjustifiable charges, 
because they have done the same kind of 
thing many- times before. 
The truth is 
that those papers do not represent the situa­ 
tion at all faithfully. 
They rant and rave 
about Mormonism much as too many of 
the California papers not loDg ago ranted 
and raved about the Chinese question. 
Such irrational partisanship, however, is 
always a mistake. 
I t does not convince 
outsiders. 
I t only revolts them. 
In the 
present case we are fully prepared to learn 
that the Federal Judge in U tah has been 
very greatly wronged by the utterances of 
the Gentile press, and that he has done no 
more than his duty. 


CDLON1ZING 
PALESTINE. 


A Boston company has been formed for 
the purpose of colonizing Palestine with 
Christians ; in fact organizing a nineteenth- 
century crusade, after the modern fashion. 
It is proposed to establish there communi­ 
ties of Christians, and presumably of Amer- 
can Christians, and it is reported that won­ 
derful results are to be expected from the 
accomplishment of the enterprise. 
W hat 
we anticipate from it is the loes of all the 
capital invested, and the ruin of those who 
are simple enough to believe in its prac­ 
ticability. 
There was some plausibility in 
Mr. O.iphant’s project for colonizing Pales­ 
tine with Jews, because he proposed to 
send there only such Jews as were familiar 
with Oriental life. 
The BoBton company, 
however, appear to contemplate the trans­ 
fer of Yankees to Palestine, aud if that is 
done we do not think any other result than 
we have indicated ought to be looked for. 
But it is by no means probable that the 
stock cf such a company will speedily com­ 
mand a premium, and unlees its projectors 
happen to be wealthy fanatics it is likely 
enough to die a natural death before any 
barm is done. 


RECLÜS 
AND 
HIS 
DAUGHTERS. 


M. Eliaee Reclus has, according to a dis­ 
patch, performed tho remarkable feat of 
marrying two of his daughters without 
marrying them. 
That is to say, he has 
given them to two of his friends to live 
with, no ceremony of any kind having been 
performed on the occasion. 
M. Reclus 
may please himself by calling this mar­ 
riage, but since it is net legal marriage, 
and since it is not ecclesiastical marriage, 


and since it is not a union which civilized 
society anywhere recognizes as permissible, 
it is difficult to see how his unfortunate 
daughters can escape the natural conse­ 
quences of their too radical father’s whim. 
He appears to have had an ambition to 
show how the Daniel Rochat problem may 
be Bolved in a new way, but it is to be 
feared that he has sacrificed his daughters 
to his regard for “ primitive marriage,” 
which of course is neither more nor less 
than the marriage of monkeys and missing 
links. 
And as long as there are laws, of 
marriage and inheritance and so forth, it is 
clear that one of the inconveniences of the 
“ prim itive'1 nnion must be the impossi­ 
bility of securing to its offspring the enjoy­ 
ment of the position and property of their 
radical but by no means practical parents. 
On the whole we think M. Reclus has 
made an unfortunate experiment, and it íb 
to be regretted that the chief mischief will 
have to be borne by his daughters.

A correspondent who was present at the 
reception of Mrs. LaDgtry on her arrival 
at New Y'ork says that the conduct of the 
reporters, of whom about one hundred 
were at hand, was absolutely disgraceful. 
They gathered about Mrs. Langtry and 
stared at her, and took notes of her, pre­ 
cisely as though she had been some hitherto 
unknown wild animal. 
W hen they had 
exhibited their brutality and vulgarity 
sufficiently in this way, they proceeded to 
ask her the most impudent questions. 
Oae journalistic oif actually wanted to 
know w hat eke was going to do with the 
money she expected to earn on the stage. 
Mrs. Langtry, however, behaved with ad­ 
mirable temper and 
good-humor. 
She 
seemed not to notice the outrageous man­ 
ner :n which she was being 
treated, 
although it is intimated that she must 
have heard many of the remarks which 
were freely made about her. 
Certainly 
the observation of Mr. H erbert Spencer 
upon 
the 
pronenesa of 
Americans 
to 
tolerate 
small 
abuses, 
and 
especially 
invasions of privacy, receives a striking 
confirmation in this case. 
The reporters, 
moreover, having stared at and taken notes 
of Mrs. Langtry, went off to “ write her 
“ up ” as though she had been a prize 
ox, and, curiously enough, no two of them 
greed in their reports as to her appear­ 
ance, dress, or manners. 


DEATH 
OF 
MR. 
SIMONTON. 


James W , Simonton, long a partner of 
Messrs. Fitch and Pickering in the San 
Francisco Bulletin and Call, died suddenly 
of heart disease at Ñapa on Thursday 
night. 
Mr. Simonton had been an ex­ 
tremely efficient journalist and news col­ 
lector. 
For fifteen years he occupied the 
arduous position of New* Y'ork agent of 
the Associated Press. 
Finally the work 
proved too much for him, and he resigned 
and came to California to lead a rural life 
upon his farm at Napa. 
But he had ex­ 
hausted his vitality. 
Thirty yeare of un­ 
relieved toil had brought him riches, but 
taken away from him the capacity to enjoy 
them. 
He had spent all the vigor of his 
constitution in hard work, and when the 
holiday time came he could not avail him­ 
self of it. 
This is a common fate in these 
days of iU3h and strain, and yet it is none 
the less a sa i one. 
Unless a man takes 
constant delight in his work, if he spends 
all his vigor upon it he only cheats him­ 
self out of whatever pleaiure and satis­ 
faction life might have for him, and when 
the end comes he realizes, too late, that the 
coarse ho had thought so prudent and sa­ 
gacious was after all but folly. 


THE 
OPIUM 
CONFERENCE. 


Lord Shaftesbury and others are having 
an opium conference in London. This must 
not be interpreted as a statem ent that the 
noble lord and his associates have met to­ 
gether for the purpose of “ hitting the 
“ pipe.” 
Far from it. 
They have discov­ 
ered, somewhat tardily, th at the compul­ 
sory importation of opium to China is not 
consistent with the reputation of Great 
Britain as a Christian power, and they have 
called this conference to devise measures 
for putting an end to the national disgrace 
in the matter. 
JVhether they will succeed 
is another question. 
The opium trade is 
pretty strongly intrenched by this time. 
It has been supported by the Government 
so long and so unscrupulously that the lat­ 
ter can hardly find an excuse now for 
cbangiDgitsattitude. Besides, Lord Shafres- 
bury and his kind of agitators arc in dan­ 
ger of being dismissed as mere sentimental 
enthusiasts, who know nothing about the 
needs of comm, rue ; and then there are 
the ingenious people who argue that since 
China herself has learned to grow opium 
it does not m atter how much is imported. 
For al! this Lord Shaftesbury has the right 
of the question, and it is possible that for 
once a just cause may find recognition.

RUSSIA 
AND 
GERMANY. 


A recent dispatch to the effect that Rus­ 
sia is arming for war with Germany and 
Austria, must be taken with large allow­ 
ance. 
The personal relations between the 
Czar and the Emperor William are such 
that only very exceptional circumstances 
could be supposed capable of inducing 
either of them to sanction war upon the 
other. 
In Russia, however, it is by no 
means always the Czar who controls state 
feeling.

His present situation is so intolera­ 
ble that he might welcome anything for a 
change, and this consideration alone might 
account for the alleged preparations.

not her habit to allow an enemy all the 
time he requires for an aggressive move­ 
ment upon her. 
Certainly nothing but 
sheer desperation could explain such a pro­ 
gramme on the part of the Czar, out tnen 
under the circumstances it is just possible 
that he may have arrived at that condition.

THE EXPEDITION TO THS SOUDAN. 


It is said that the English Government 
has agreed to let English officers 
con­ 
duct the expedition to the .Soudan, against 
the False Prophet. 
W e do not envy the 
officers who are to be charged with this 
duty. Some American officers accompanied 
the Egyptian army into Abyssinia, and 
when that army waa cut to pieces by King 
Johannes, these Americans 
shared the 
fate of their incapable troops. 
If the False 
Prophet possesses any capacity whatever it 
is quite possible that he may prove too 
many for the Egyptian expedition, in avhick 
case the English officers will be sacrificed. 
For it is by this time a demonstrated fact 
that the Egyptians are not a warlike peo­ 
ple, and that as soldiers they cannot be de­ 
pended upon even to stand up firmly against 
the merest savages. 
A much better policy 
would have been to have sent a few Eng- 
glish troops in the expedition. 
A couple 
of thousand would no doabt be quite 
enough to deal with El Mehdi. 


TKCOPS 
A 
MOBS. 


The troops which fired upon the mob 
that sought to lynch the alleged Ashland 
murderers appear to have Deen compelled 
to fire upon their assailants. 
It is always 
a very difficult position for militia to be in, 
but in this case the mob made the attack 
wantonly, and they got no more than they 
deserved. 
I t waa unfortunate that peace­ 
able persona should have been hurt, but it 
is in order to ask what peaceable persons 
were doing in Euch suspicious proximity to 
a bloodthirsty and halt-drunken [crowd of 
roughs, who were tiring upon the troops in 
the wildest way. 
W e are glad to see that 
Governor Blackburn stands up for the 
troops, aud justifies their action. 
There 
Was no excuse for an attem pt at lynching, 
and it is quite necessary that the tendency 
toward mob-outrages under the pretense 
of justice should be put down. 


TAKE 
YOUR 
CHOICE. 


The table of the States which we pub­ 
lished in our dispatches yesterday is not 
calculated to give much solid comfort to 
either par!}*. 
It only shows, w hat every­ 
one knew before, tliat nothing is easier 
than to figure out any result whatever, as 
regards coming elections. 
Iu this case the 
figures of the Democrats aud Republicans 
bring out diametrically opposite conclu­ 
sions. 
The estimates are reversed, and it 
ia plain enough that partisan prejudice has 
more to do with them in both cases than a 
desire to got at the actual facts. 
In this 
State, however, many may think th at the 
Democrats have claimed too many Con­ 
gressmen, though fur that m atter the Re­ 
publicans have probably made the same 
mistake. 


Mr. Booth, in a speech at San Francisco 
the other night, observed of the Demo­ 
cratic party that " its highest ambition has

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T h e E l e c t r ic it y o f F l a m e s. —A valua­ 
ble contribution to the subject of the elec­ 
tricity of flames has been lately made by 
Messrs. Eister & Geitel. 
The discrepan­ 
cies in results previously obtained are a’- 
tributed 
largely to the fact that tiie 
behavior of the layer oi air immediately 
outside of the flame was disregarded. The 
gentlemen mentioned used a Thompson 
quadrant electrometer for measuring, aud 
found the supposed longitudinal polariza­ 
tion of a flame merely apparent, and due to 
unequal insertion of the wires used as 
electrodes. 
They found, on the other 
hand, that a flame is strongly polarized in 
cross section, and an electrode in the air 
about 
the 
flime 
is 
always 
positive 
to the one in the dime. 
The 
theory 
adopted 
by 
the 
experimenters 
is 
as 
follows: 
By 
the 
process of 
com­ 
bustion, free electricity is cot produced in 
the flame, but the flame gases and the air 
envelope 
have 
the 
property of 
ex­ 
citing, 
like 
an 
electro yte, 
metals 
or 
liquids 
in 
contact 
with 
them. 
To this electrolytic excitement is added 
a thermc-electiic, due to the incandescent 
state 
of the electrodes. 
The amounc 
and the nature of tho electrolytic ex­ 
citement is independent of the size of the 
flame, but depends on the nature, surface 
condition aud glow of 
the electrodes, 
and on the nature of the burning gases. Is 
was remarked that flames may be combined 
in series, Hke galvanic elements, so as to 
term a “ flame” battery. 


Salt and Lime.—T he following is rec­ 
ommended as an excellent combination for 
fertilizing purposes : 
Mix one bushel of 
fait with two bu-hels of dry lime, uuder 
cover, av.d allow the mixture to decompose 
gradually, thus forming an intim ate chemi­ 
cal union of the two materials. 
For this 
purpose the mixture should lie at lease six 
weeks before use, or, s ill better, two or 
three months, the heap bring turned over 
occasionally. 
Tnic ‘. It and lime m xture, 
when applied at the rate of tw enty to 
thirty bushels per acre, forms an excellent 
top dressing for crops. 
I t acts powerfully 
on the vegetable m attei of soils. 
Fifty 
bushels applied to a turnip-field have pro­ 
duced aa large a crop as twenty loads of 
barnyard manure. 
It ia also very destruc­ 
tive to insects and grub3 in the soil. 
Like 
salt, it attracts moisture from the air, and 
has been found useful agairsi drought. Its 
decomposing power is remarkable, and if 
three or four bushels of it are mixed with a 
cord of swamp muck the latter will soon 
be reduced to powder. 
Coarse manure is 
in a similar mann .r dtcompoicd and made 
fine. 
Sour, w et muck thus treated and 
composted with barnyard manure consti­ 
tutes a fertilizer almost as valuable as the 
uumixed manure of the barnyard. 


D u c k s .—W e are occasionally led into 
i wondering why mere ducks are not bred 
and maiketed among our poultry breeders 
in America. 
We have now iu this country 
three or four vsrieties of imported ducks, 
at the head of which the Ik kins staid to­ 
day, without question, for siz“, early ma­ 
turity, hardness and thrift. 
The A yle:. 
bury (pure white, like the Pekin), the 
Rouen 
(brown 
or 
parti-colored), and 
the Cayuga (black), arc notable and of 
good quality. 
Each of these 
varieties, 
within our 
knowledge, has 
been suc­ 
cessfully bred in New 
England, upon 
a country place where there was neither 
pond nor rivulet for their amueement on 
the farm. 
The ducklings were hatched 
under hens, and the ducks were raised 
with the ether poultry and fowls on tho 
estate, with similar feed and care, the 
owner claiming that for marketing purposes 
ducks can be reared, like any otiier fowls 
upon dry land, and he has found no per­ 
ceptible difference in their proportionate 
thrift during the seosoa, though in hi3 ex­ 
periments in the last two years his ducks 
never had access to any bxiy of water. 
A 
pleasanter kind of poultry to keep we do 
not know of.—[American Poultry Yard.

REPUBLICAN MA8S MEETING. 


There died and was buried in tbie city a 
few weekB ago an aged colored man, named 
H enry Yantee, who had led an eventful life. 
H e wae born near the beginning of this cen­ 
tury in LexiDgtoc, K entucky. 
H aving been 
born in slavery there is no record of his birth, 
and his early life is involved in obscurity. He 
was the property of a wealthy slave owner, 
whose name he subsequently bore. 
A t the 
age cf IS years he became acquainted with a 
slave girl who had embraced Christianity, and 
was himself converted to th at belief, and 
m arried to the girl within a year. 
A few 
years afterwords he and his family were pre­ 
sented by their master tu a younger Yantes, 
a minister, who moved to St. Louis. 
Three 
children were the fruits of this marriage, and 
then Mr. Yantes, the deceased, saw the wife 
of his bosom aDd his three children put upon 
the auction block and sold. 
From these he 
never heard again. 
For some years his mind 
was so affected as to make him almost 
helpless ; but from this blow he recovered in 
course of time, and was wedded again. 
A t 
the breaking out of the Mexican war he went 
with his master, and acted as a team ster for 
the period of two years. 
H e then returned to 
his old home, and with money which he 
had made from time to time, purchased 
his liberty, paying the sum of §1,200. 
Mr. 
Y antes then came to California by the ocean 
route, arriving here in 18-18. 
He soon earned 
another §1,200, which was sent to his old 
m aster to pay for his wife, but bsfore this bis 
old master bad failed in business, and in 
some way which is not now known the money 
was lost, 
He then set about earning more 
tnoney, and when sufficient had been ac­ 
cumulated returned himself and purchased 
the freedom of his wife. 
The two returned 
to California, leaving behind them, still 
in 
slavery, 
the 
two 
daughters 
w-ith 
which 
their 
union 
had 
been blessed. 
The trip on this occasion was made with 
an ox team across the then almost trackless 
plains. 
Arriving in Sacramento, a lot was 
purchased on P Btreet, between Fourth and 
Fifth, for the sum of §000. 
On this not long 
afterwards was constructed a two story brick 
house, at an expense i f §2,200. The building 
still stands where lirst erected. 
H ere he and 
his wife started a lauudiy business and they 
toiled long and hard to raise §1,700, the price 
asked for their children. 
This was finally ac­ 
complished and the money deposited in Page, 
Bacon & Co.'s bank in 
fian Francisco, 
after which Mr. Yantes started 
for the 
south. The vessel on which he sailed touched 
at Acapulco, Mexico, where he learned the 
bank had failed. 
He continued on his way, 
however, and sometime after his arrival re­ 
ceived §1,000 of the money deposited, and 
by giving his note for the remaining §700, 
procured the release i f the two daughters. 
These daughters were well educated and 
were both married, and are still residents of 
this city. 
H is sec u><) wife died abont twenty 
yeors agi, and in 1809 be was married a third 
time. 
This wife still lives on I) street, in this 
city. 
Mr. Yantes was one of the founders of 
Siloam Church in this city, and acted as a 
dev 
'or »<«ny years, but about five years 
ago wia_^ 
.. and joined the Calvary Baptist 
Church. 
Kev. J. 
A. Henry, pastor of the 
latter-mentioned cburch, delivered on the oc­ 
casion of the funeral a very impressive dis­ 
course, reciting mauy of the facts herein 
given.

founder. 
His pen had j>rovided the platform 
adopted on its organization. 
I t describes the 
Government of the U nited States as a demo­ 
cratic republic " in which the pec pie govern 
and the office-holders are their servants.” To 
accomplish the “ peaceful diffusion of w ealth” 
the people are exhorted to vote for the m ak­ 
ing of laws “ to limit the disposal of property 
by testam ent or wii! or bequest, after the de­ 
c asi of the testator, to or for any one legatee, 
to an amount cot exceeding in value cf, say 
§50.000. or an annni y exceeding six per cent, 
thereof.” The platform also advocates civil 
service reform, the reduction cf the cumber 
of officers, deprecates the use of money for 
sectarian purposes, advocates the uproot ing of 
polygamy, the establishment of compulsory 
industrial schools and tbe reduction of the 
standing army.

Follow the tale as told by Cunningham, 
and witness the astonishment ¡of the cat 
over the wolf’s spilling of innocent blood, 
the complacent grief of the spider over the 
victims of the fox and cat— 
“ Of such murders how guiltless am 1 1" 
Then ran to regale on a new-taken fly. 
hy is it we liko to pick out the faults 
instead of the noble traits of mankind? 
W hy it it we turn our attention to others 
instead of heeding the lesson of that won­ 
derful Sermon on the Mount ? If we were 
only compelled to repeat the first five 
verses of the seventh chapter of Matthew 
each morning, before mingling with our 
daily companions ! 
This leads me to the 
thoughts which have haunted me day by 
day, as I have read the papers and grown 
weary of 
the consta :t arraignment of 
everyone and everything connected with 
the Central Pacific Railroad. 
Admit that 
all which is eaid relating to their business 
tactics is true, but we cannot admit that 
Commissioner ¡ptoneman has done his whole 
duty, if the railroad company is the guilty 
corporation depicted, held up in daily jour­ 
nals and lampooned in weeklies. 
W hat 
right have we to assail, in their private 
lives, the individuals composing that body? 
W hy not find offsets 
f. r 
their dark 
deeds by briugirg to the light 
tne 
noble 
uses 
mae.e 
of 
their 
wealth ? 
Even the families are attacked as ignorant 
and vulgar, while I 
personally know 
one of the ladies of that circle to be of raro 
scholarship, and another whose deeds of 
charity follow her as a richer inheritance 
than ail her wealth. 
Ail of them possess 
more than average intelligence and mod­ 
esty. 
Even those accused of parsimony 
have the independence to give freely as 
secmeth best, and do noble deeds which 
will tell as one after another of those as­ 
sisted up the ladder of life take their places 
as workers in the field of action. 
Why 
not count the gifts to public benefactions, 
to charitable enterprises, to advancement 
of science and education ? 
H unt out the 
benison3 showered upon them by the af­ 
flicted in many walks of life—the quiet, 
unheard-of gifts of sym pathy and char­ 
ity. 
I 
know 
of 
men 
who 
have 
stood on the brink of failure which would 
have enguifed others, who have found a 
helping nand from those men reviled on all 
siles. 
I can point to many homes made 
bright by their assistance, to scientists 
devoting their time to the benefit of the 
world at large, enabled so to do by these 
same “ miserable cumbercrs of our soil.” 
Look at the experiments made at Palo 
Alto ! 
Have they not done eomething for 
the world reflecting credit upon oar State ? 
Do not those beautiful homes tell of labor 
furnished and wealth used in giviDg an 
impetus to the beauty of adornment in 
other homes which furnishes employment 
to skilled laborers ? Do not these homes 
stimulate to higher culture? If not and 
we must cling to humble homes, humble 
apparel and modes of life to be virtuous, 
what was the object of the Greek in sur­ 
rounding himself with all that spoke 
of noble beauty ? For my part I love to 
see the beautiful 
gems which glitter 
a3 they walk the halls of fashion. 
I love 
to see their costly robes, which I cannot 
possess, but tbeir wealth makes it possible 
for me to see such treasures, and enjoy them 
without the care of possession. 
Do they 
not throw open wide their doors in hospi­ 
tality to the strangers visiting our shores ? 
I could go on telling of all I find in them 
to admire, but the question arises, where 
could have been found five men from out 
your circle who could better have worn 
their crowns of success. 
They are as­ 
sailed beeause they will not quietly submit 
to abuse, but use their weapons of defense. 
I do not think aiiy person can point to an 
honorable man who was ever approached 
by them in legislative halls. 
Do they not 
prefer, in positions of public trust, the hon­ 
est, upright man, who will do justice 
to 
all, 
and not 
require 
watching ? 
B ut when a man uses ignoble means to 
gain high position, we all know his stand­ 
ard, and fear the result ; and why should 
not they who have so much at stake ? It 
is said Judge Blake was defeated by Mr. 
Estee on the ground that the railroad com­ 
pany desired his nomination for Governor. 
Does not that prove the railroad company 
prefer honest men ? Apply the story open­ 
ing m y letter and tell me how many disin­ 
terested politicians are working at the 
present time. 
I know men who are mono­ 
maniacs on this subjict of railroad monop­ 
oly, who can see no good in anything con­ 
nected with it, many of whom possess 
wealth or abundant means,“but their wives 
and daughters do even the menial work of 
their homes (most commendable), their 
own sewing, and study economy in food 
and

fortunate neighbors. 
W hat wouid the

power? 
W hen we do that which our 
neighbor needs to do for daily bread, and 
we can afford to pay him for doing, we are 
not assisting others to live, and it seem3 to 
me we are as guilty of fraud as though we 
took from him on a largtr scale. 
W hen I bear the complaints, I ask to see 
the one complaining, and if there can be 
shown a purer man, one of nobler instincts, 
one who could be more safely intrusted 
with their weight of responsibility, or who 
can turn the scale with them of noble acts 
in proportion even to their ability, I, too, 
will join in the how l; but till then I shall 
point to 
the 
men who 
are 
helping 
thousands to an houorable life, and bring­ 
ing comfort to thousands of homes, as the 
men I wish my sons to emulate. 
I have no interest in the political con­ 
test ; neither am I dependent upon nor so­ 
cially connected with the railroad circle. 
I have jotted down my thoughts after read­ 
ing my morning paper, and after sending 
word to oDe of the leading railroad ladies 
that she could find a worthy object of char­ 
ity at a certain place. 
W iti.in a few hours 
her carriage stood at the door, and she 
personally supplied the wants of the family 
of an honest working man, brought to dis­ 
tress by the sickness of both man and wife. 
Not only did she minister to the wants of 
the moment, but promised a monthly al­ 
lowance till the hu»i and sh- u!d be ab e to 
care for his wife and five children. 
Now, 
if all who know of noble deeds were to 
put them down, we might be able to coun­ 
terbalance some of the evil.

One is already promised in the 
appearance of the present leader of the 
Senoussia in the character of Messiah, or 
El Mahdi of Mohammedanism. 
The facts 
will at all events focus the interest of in­ 
telligent observers of spiritual phenomena 
on this singular association of religionists, 
which occupies a stronghold in the Libyan 
Desert so inaccessible that had Aiabi been 
able to escape to it, it is believed he might 
have maintained a guerrilla war for a prac­ 
tically indefinite period. 
I t was founded 
some fifty years 
ago 
by 
Muhamed 
el Senouasi, one of those Marabouts who 
have done so much to arouse Arab fanati­ 
cism and patriotism in North Africa. 
In 
the course of his wanderings he established 
a convent sanctuary, or zaouia, at Alexan­ 
d r a 
There he lulminated so furiously 
against the European sympathies of the 
Egyptian Government, and against any 
contact cf Islam with Christianity, that 
that Government tried to arrest him. 
He 
escaped, however, to the Lybian desert, 
and at a place 
bearing the name of 
Djagdub he established a large zaouia, 
wnich has been the parent of other con­ 
vents scattered all over the Mohammedan 
world, and especially over the African 
section of it. 
He threw off allegiance to 
the Sultan, and boldly denied his claim to 
the Khalifate. 
Senoussi died in 1800, but 
his son, who succeeded him, has surpassed 
him in 
propagandist [energy and per- 
■ nal ambition. 
Under him the zaouia at 
Djagdub has become a great fortress. 
The 
tnlies in his neighborhood seem to have 
sworn military and civil allegiance to him, 
have defied the Governor-General who rep­ 
resents the Sultan at Tripoli, aud refused 
to send tribute to Constantinople. 
It was 
one of these tribes which, bearing the 
name of “ M arabontin,” are supposed to 
be under divine protection, that a few 
weeks ago openly proclaimed its intention 
of aiding Arabia. 
Undoubtedly the chief 
of the Senoussia exercises an enormous 
and subtle influence throughout all North 
Africa, mainly by means of his secret 
emissaries, and it is likely at all events not 
to be diminished by his proclamation of 
himself as the predicted Mussulman Mes­ 
siah who will begin to rally Islam about 
the beginning of November. — [Glasgow' 
Herald.

A 
VESTRILLQUIST’d 
ART SAVED 
HIM I S A CRISIS. 


A letter from Carrizo Pass, Texas, gives 
an account of a hostile meeting between 
two miners in the Pecos Mining Company’s 
camp, tw enty miles north of the Mexican 
border, last Monday night. 
The duelists 
were George Hollenbeck and Wm. Strat- 
tron, both New Yorkers, born and raised 
near Palmyra. 
They were of rich descent 
of the early Hollanders. 
They were edu­ 
cated at Cambridge. 
The former gradua­ 
ted as a lawyer, and the latter as a physi­ 
cian. 
W hile at Palmyra- they quarreled, 
but friends prevented bloodshed. 
A few days ago they met in the Pecos 
camp and recognized each other. 
The 
school and social polish had been rubbed 
off by the trial and hardships incident to 
a life in the mining camps. 
Hollenbeck 
was overjoyed to meet Stratton, who re­ 
pelled him, and said they would settle that 
iittle unfinished difficulty which arose be­ 
tween them at their last meeting. Hollen­ 
beck said he had forgotten all about the 
difficulty referred to, and entertained no ill 
feelings whatever against him. 
Stratton 
insisted on a settlement according to the 
code. 
Hollenbecu said th at if nothing 
short of that would do he would accommo­ 
date him. 
Accordingly arrangements were consum. 
mated for a duel. 
They were to fight with 
pistols in a dark room. 
Each man was to 
announce ready, after which a third party 
was to count three, when they were to fire. 
The room was as dark as Egypt. 
Tney 
went into it and announced ready from op­ 
posite corners. 
“ Oae, two, three,” and 
Stratton fired. Stratton fired a second shot, 
but the only response from Hollenbeck was 
a groan. 
Stratton, believing he had 
wounded Hollenbeck, fired a third ehot in 
the direction of the groaning. 
The report 
of a pistol came from a corner directly op­ 
posite from where the groan appeared to 
proceed from, and Stratton fell. 
No more 
shots being exchanged, the miners opened 
the room and entered. 
A light revealed the fact that Stratton 
had been killed, while Hollenbeck was un­ 
hurt. 
Hollenbeck is a ventriloquist, and 
on entering the room took his stand in a 
diagonal corner from his adversary, and, to 
make him believe he was in the opposite 
corner, threw his voice in th at quarter of 
the room, where the bullets from his ad­ 
versary’s pistol harmlessly buried them­ 
selves in the wall. 
It had been so long 
since they had seen each other that Hollen­ 
beck’s ventriloquism had entirely escaped 
the memory of Stratton.—[Dallas Evening 
Times.

TREE. 


TRUE 
HONORS. 


Switzerland has its old chestnut trees on 
the banks of Lake Leman, and the ancient 
linden of Fribourg, the history of which is 
said to go back to the time of the conflicts 
with Charles the Bold. 
Louis Pire, Presi­ 
dent ol the Royal Botanical Society of Bel­ 
gium, ms found a fir tree in the forest of 
Alliaz, Canton of Vaud, which he believes 
to be still older than the linden of Fri­ 
bourg, and considers entitled to bo regard­ 
ed as the oldest and most remarkable tree 
in the canton, if not in the whole confed­ 
eration. 
It is growing near the baths of 
Alliaz, at a bight of 1,300 feet above tk s 
hotel, and 4,500 feet above the sea, sur­ 
rounded by a forest of firs, which it over­ 
tops b y more than thirty feet. 
The trunk 
of this tree is ten meters, or a little more 
than thirty feet, in circumference at the 
base. 
A t about a yard from the grouud it 
puts out, on the Bouth side, seven off­ 
shoots, which have grown into trunks as 
strong- and vigorous as 
those of 
the 
other 
trees in the forest. 
Bent and 
gnarh d 
at 
the 
bottom, 
these side- 
trunks 
soon 
straighten 
themselves 
up and rise perpendicularly and parallel to 
the tr ain stem. 
This feature is not, per­ 
haps, wholly unparalleled, but another 
most onrious fact is that the two largest of 
t ie fide trunks are connected with the prin­ 
cipal item by sub quadrangular braces re­ 
sembling girders. 
These beams have prob­ 
ably been formed by an anastomosing of 
brau-iBes, which, common enough among 
angii ap-ru.s, is extremely 
raro 
among 
conifers ; 
but it has been impossible to 
ascei tain the manner in which the iugrow- 
in g d one branch iuto the other has been 
t flee (fed. 
Tne adaptation by which a limb, 
origioally destined to grow free and bear, 
has been converted iuto a living stick of 
timber, is a strange one, arid affords a new 
illu-iration of the power of nature to tit 
itself to circumstances. The spaci between 
the rough flooring formed by the gioairu 
together of the offdioots, at their point of 
departure, and the gir.ier-limhe, is large 
enough to admit of building a c. infortable 
hermit’s hut within it.—[Popular .So.enco 
Monthly.

IQNOF AH r AND UNWARRANTED INTER­ 
FERENCE IN RAILWAY MATTER?. 
The railroads of the country require to 
be, and are, managed by men of superior 
ability and great experience. 
Novices 
could not operate a railway, and, even with 
the best skill obtainable, it is frequently 
difficult, and sometimes impossible, to keep 
some roads out of the hands of the sheriff 
or receiver. Railroading, at its best, is a 
hazardous business, depending upon so 
many conditions and circumstances for suc­ 
cess, that the best experience and the best 
intellects that can be brought into requisi­ 
tion are required. The only kind of men, 
outside of the skilled railroad operatives, 
tbat can run a railroad with profit and suc­ 
cess appear to be the politicians. These 
gentlemen, many of whom are incapa­ 
ble of successfully running their own 
affairs, 
profess to be perfectly at 
home in all matters pertaining to railway 
operation. When these men, on the ros­ 
trum or in the halls of legislation, under* 
take to speak upon the railway problems 
of the day, they assume a knowledge of 
the ways and meaas of railway manage­ 
ment which ought to make them very val­ 
uable to any road, that is, if their preten­ 
sions are based upon factB and not on mere 
a»tertions. One question which they pro­ 
fess to be prepared to grapple with and 
master is the adjustment of rates. The 
solution of the difficulties surrounding this 
whole subject seems so simple and easy to 
them that it is a mystery past all under­ 
standing why the owners of the railroads 
should allow it to vex them so much, when, 
by turning it over to the politicians, it 
could be so easily and speedily adjusted. 
Nine out of ten of the aspirants for legis­ 
lative honors seem to feel in duty bound 
to undertake the reformation of oar rail­ 
way syBtem. They possess, or at least 
they think they do, the key to the whole 
situation. They ask their election on the 
ground of their ability to reform alleged 
abuses in railway management, and dilate 
upon the enormity of railway charges as 
now determined by the officials in con­ 
trol. Tne political orator that neglects 
to pitch into the railroad omits the most 
essential part of his speech. But the poli­ 
ticians are not the only ones who think 
themselves capable of ruuniug the railway 
system by a rule of their own. There are 
plenty of wise men—men wise in their own 
coDceit—who never stepped foot in a rail­ 
way office in their lives, who never went 
over the whole length of a single line of 
road, who do not know the comparative 
worth of a ton of steel rails, who know no 
difference between an air-line road without 
grades and one with heavy gradients and 
curves, who feel perfectly adequate to the 
task of making out a schedule of rates that 
j-hould govern every road between the 
Pacific and Atlantic. 
The great mistake of the times is in 
treating railways as public enemies needing 
the supervising control of the people. The 
history of railway management has shown 
a continual and important course of re­ 
duction in rates since the earliest days of 
railway construction. The present average 
rates asked are, we believe, lower than 
those of the roads of any other nation, 
whether the same be under the control of 
Governments in the interest of the people, 
or of private corporations. There may be, 
and doubtlcsB there is, room for improve­ 
ment in the matter of adjusting and 
equalizing freight rates. The interests of 
roads and those of shippers often clash. 
Sometimes the charges asked may operate 
as a hardship upon some comniunify or 
cías?, but wo will venture the assertion 
tbat these instances are far less fre. 
quent than is generally supposed. It 
is for the interest of the roads to 
build up raffier than tear down the 
trade 
of the communities through 
which they pass. The very life and 
stability 
of our manufacturing 
and 
agricultural sy*tems depend upon the rail­ 
roads. Their present wonderful prosperity 
has lieen greatly enhanced by the judicious 
and by no means unfriendly mauageoient 
of the roads. Yet scheming aspirants for 
political preferment would strive to arouse 
m the public riind a distrust in the hon­ 
esty and efficiency of such management. 
They strive to make the public believe 
that the railroads are trying to destroy the 
liberties of the people, oppress them by 
high and exorbitant charges and gain 
power by corrupting legislators. 
The 
truth is, the railroads ask far less legisla­ 
tion than almost any other interest. Their 
greatest trouble is in avoiding and repress­ 
ing unfriendly legislation, and not in seek­ 
ing for affirma*ive legislative relief. They 
do not fear that they cannot get enough 
legislation ; they fear, rather, and very 
properly, that they will gut altogether too 
much at the hands r.f the politicians who 
think they can run the roads better than 
the managers fcfcemselveg. 
There is a restless, dissatisfied class 
which is alwa; s complaining of existing 
things. If freights were ten cents a bundled 
from New York to San Francisco, they 
wu —* Id want tlieni reduced zo three cents. 
Any close observer of the present condi­ 
tion of the railways must readily see that 
they have all the foes from within that they 
care to contend with, and tbat they should 
not be confronted, as now, by an army of 
malcontents from without. 
The managements of roads are not free 
from criticism. There are plenty of oppor­ 
tunities for improvement. There are yet 
lessons for managers to learn, and chaDges 
iu systems and plans to be made, before a 
perfect ideal is reached. But this much de­ 
sired point will he reached by transferrirg 
the control of the roads from the experi­ 
enced and practical men in whose charge 
they now are to the set of irresponsible ig­ 
noramuses that make their money out of 
political harangues, or in questionable 
work in the lobby cr the Legislature.— 
[Chicaco Industrial World. 


WARM MILK A HEALTH RESTORER. 
Considerable has been lately said in 
medical journals concerning the vaiue of 
warm milk as a remedial a>;ent in certain 
diseases. Tho Christian at Worl.\ referring 
to an interesting article on the subject 
which lately appeared in the London Milk 
Journal, states, on the authority of Dr. 
Benjamin Clarke, that in the Kast Indies 
warm milk is ueed to a great extent as a 
specific for diarrhea. A pint every four 
hours will check the most violent diarrhes, 
stomachache, incipient cholera, and dye- 
entery. The milk should never be boiled, 
but only heated sufficiently to be agree­ 
ably warm, cot too hot to drink. Milk 
which has been boiled is unfit for use. This 
writer gives several instances in arresting 
the disease, among which is the following. 
The writer eays : “ It has never failed in 
curing in eix or twelve hours, and I have 
tried it, I should think, fifty times. I have 
also given it to a dying man who had been 
subject to dysentery eight months, latterly 
accompanied by ouo continued diarrhea, 
a-.d it acted on him like a charm. In two 
days his diarrhea was gone; in three 
weeks he became a bale, hearty man, and 
now nothing that may hereafter occur will 
shake his faith in hot milk. A writer has 
also communicated to the Medical Times 
and Gazette a statement of the value 
of milk in twenty-six cases of typhoid 
fever, in every one of which its great value 
was rpparent. It checks diarrhea, and 
nourishes and cools the body. People suf­ 
fering from diseases need food quite as 
much as those in health, and much more 
so in certain diseases where there is a 
rapid waste of the system. Frequently 
all ordinary food, in certain diseases, is re­ 
jected by tne stomach, and even loathed 
by the patient; but natura, ever benefi­ 
cent, has furnishad food that in all dis­ 
eases is benefieial- eome directly curative. 
Such food is milk.” The writer in the jour­ 
nal just quoted, Or. Alexander Yale, after 
giving particular iilUer vations upon the point 
above-mentioned, its action in checking 
diarrhea, its nourishing properties and its 
action in soothing the body, says : “ We 
believe that millt nourishes in fever, pro­ 
motes sleep, wiXda off delirium, soothes 
the intestines, aid. in fine, is the sine qua 
non iu typhoid fever.” We have lately 
tested the value of milk in scarlet fever, 
and learn that il; is now recommended by 
the medical facllty in all cases of this 
often very distressing children’s disease. 
Give all the milk the patient will take, 
even daring the period of greatest fever. 
It keeps up tho strength of the patient, 
acts well upon t ie stomach, and ia in this 
way a blessed uhing in this sickness.—

TUB OLDTSr PAPER IN THE WORLD. 
It may not be generally known that She 
oldest paper in the whole wide world is the 
Kini/ Tau, cr Capital Sheet, published in 
Fekio, and stnco tne 4th of last Juneissued 
in a new form prescribed by rpecial edict 
of the reigcirg Emptror Qaang-soo. It 
lirst appeared A. D, 911, but came out 
only at irregular intervals ; since the year 
1351, however, it has been published week­ 
ly and of uniform size. Until its reorgan­ 
ization by imperial decree it contained 
nothing but orders in council end court 
news, was published about mid-day 
and cost two kesh, or something less 
than a hilf-peaoy. 
Now, however, 
it appears in three editions daily. 
The first, issued early in the moruing, and 
printed on yellow paper, is called H-dng- 
Pau (Business Sheet), and contains trade 
prices, exchange quotations, and all manner 
of commercial intelligence. The circulation 
isa very little over 800. The second edition 
which comes out during the forenoon, also 
printed upon yellow paper, is devoted to 
official announcements, fashionable intelli­ 
gence and general news. Besides its ancient 
title of King-I’au, it owes another designa- 
ton, that of Shucn-l'au, or “ Official 
Sheet.” The third edition appears late in 
the afternoon, is printed on red paper, and 
bears the mark Titani-Pau (Country 
Sheet ) It consists of extracts from the 
earlier editions, and is largely subscribed 
for in the provinces. All three issues of 
the King-Pau are edited by six members of 
tho Hau Lin Academy of Sciences ap­ 
pointed and salaried by the Chinese State. 
The total number of copies printed daily 
varies between 13,000 and 14,000. Consid­ 
ering the population cf Pekin and the fact 
that the King-Pau is a journal well ad­ 
vanced in the nineteenth century of its ex­ 
istence, the circulation of the venerable 
press organ is scarcely as large as might 
reasonably have been expected.—[London 
Telegraph.

[San Francisco Morning Call, November 3d.l 
James W . Simonton, one of the proprie- 
torso f the Morning Call and of the Even­ 
ing Bulletin, died at his home near Napa 
last evening. 
Mr. Simo’ ton was born in New York, in 
1822, and started in life a poor boy, who 
was thougut to have been well provided 
for, when, at an early age, he was appren­ 
ticed to a tailor. 
He very csrly, and in a 
marked degree, developed a faculty for 
news gathering, which resulted in his 
adopting the profession of journalism, in 
which he was so long and prominently en­ 
gaged. 
When he was only about 20 years 
old he took service on the New York Cour­ 
ier and Enquirer. 
The remarkable ability 
for news gathering which he displayed on 
that journal earned him the distinction of 
being sent by that paper with Henry J. 
Raymond to Washington as a Congres­ 
sional correspondent. 
He soon afterward 
took np the then distinct profession of 
Washington correspondent, which he fol­ 
lowed exclusively from about the year 1815 
to 1850. 
During th at time his ability 
gained him the friendship of W ebster, 
Clay, Benton, Calhoun, W right, and other 
leading statesmen of th at time—friend­ 
ship» which he retained and enjoyed for 
many years. 
He was then connected with W hig pa­ 
pers, and upon the beginning of the Cali­ 
fornia gold excitement, in 1819, he con­ 
ceived the idea of starting a W hig paper 
in San Irancisco. 
W ith his own savings 
and with the assistance of some friends he 
purchased in New York a complete news­ 
paper cutnt, including a steam press, which 
he sent to this city. 
In 1850 Mr. S mon- 
ton first arrived in Sin Francisco, ahead of 
hie printing material, and discovered that 
Crane and Rice had been before him in 
founding a W hig paper, the California 
Courier. 
He immediately entered upon a 
professional engagement with the proprie­ 
tors of the California Courier, selling his 
own material wnen it arrived, part iu this 
city sad part in Sacramento. 
In the winter of 1851 he returned to 
New York, and with the considerable sav­ 
ings from his California venture became, 
with Henry J. Raymond and others, one 
of the original company by which the New 
York Times was foundod. 
He went to 
Washington again, this time as the repre­ 
sentative of the Times and of several other 
prominent newspapers of that day. 
The 
telegraph had not then destroyed the great 
prominence of the newspaper letter-writer, 
and in his lest experience in Washington, 
writing for the Times and for New Orleans, 
Detroit, San Francisco and other papers, 
Mr. Simonton became the most distin­ 
guished Washington correspondent of his 
time. 
He would write five or six letters 
a day, ma:ntaining iu all a degree of fresh­ 
ness, of descriptive power and acearary 
which was little less than marvelous. 
Karly readers of the Evening Bulletin will 
remember his Washington letters in that 
c aper from 1855 to 1858. 
His “ History 
of Legislation” letters, covering tho period 
of two weeks each preceding the steamers 
on which they w> n- mailed, filling n broad­ 
side each oi tho Bulletin, were ready a his­ 
tory of the timrs. 
In the summer of 185S, during the recies 
o? Cocgr-ss, Mr. Simonton was sunt by 
the New York ’lim es to Salt Like, where 
it was thought that the Federal an-.Uorities 
were iu danger of a war with the Mormons. 
W r.ting a series of letters, lie came on to 
San Fraucisco, and from here made the 
trip to British Columbia duriDg the gold 
discovery excitement there. 
This, and nis 
earlier visit to S an Francisco, and lm al­ 
most constant acqua:atance with the Cali­ 
fornia reading public, gave him an interest 
in the affairs of this coast which prompted 
him to gladly take advantage of an oppor­ 
tunity to purchase an intercet in the Even­ 
ing Bulletin 
Tnia he did in 1850, invert 
ing the earnings cf his life np to that time 
in what proved to be the chief business of 
his subsequent life. 
Ha retained his inter­ 
est iu the Times, but came to San Fran­ 
cisco in 1859 and took editorial control of 
the Bulletin 
During this engagement Mr. 
Simonton took an active interest iu all the 
questions of the hour, many of which still 
remain matters of public interest. 
Iu 1800, 
other gentlemen acquiring interests in the 
Bulletin with Mr. Siinonton’s first partner, 
Mr. Her herding, it was made possible for 
the former to return to New York, where 
his peculiar adaptability for correspond­ 
ence mede it desirable he should be. 
His 
retained business interests in New York 
gave him also a bias toward making that 
city his home. 
He partially resumed his 
professional relations in New York, and 
also made frequent prof- psional visits to 
this city, subsequent to 1800, which con­ 
tinued until 18G7. 
In the litte r year, at the earnest solici­ 
tation of the seven principal New York 
newspapers constituting the New York 
Associated Press, he assumed the general 
management of that enterprise. 
He per­ 
formed the manifold and arduous duties of 
that respcntible office with signal ability 
until failing health prompted htm to resign 
the position a liit'.e over a year ago. 
At 
that time he appeared nearly worn out by 
thirty years of mcatsaut activity. 
He had 
worked too long without relaxation, and 
was too tire i to rest. 
He endeavored to 
obtain much needed recuperation by a com­ 
plete change of occupation, surroundings 
and conditions of life. 
He located himself 
at his Napa county vineyard and dairy, 
and in the peaceful pursuits there aff irded 
him did appear to regain strength and 
health. 
It is impossible, with no informa­ 
tion regarding his sudden death, save tho 
bare announcement, and writing at this 
late hour, to give any particulars of the 
causes which led to the end—coming, too, 
at a time when hi3 friends had cause to 
hope for the best. 
Mr Simonton was twice married. 
By 
his first wife, whom he married when ho 
was scarcely of age, and whom ha survived 
about four years, ho leaves two son. and 
one daughter, alt married and living with 
families in New York. 
About a year and 
a bal? ato he married Miss Minnie Bronson, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
After a Lng, useful and bright career, a 
life of honorable manhood and brilliant 
professional abilities has been ended, with 
all of th at p-aco and qaist, we hope, that 
surrounded him in the lovely California 
home in which he chose to end his days.

Tne pre-eminencs long enjoyed by dyna­ 
mite as An explosive power has now at last 
provoked a rival. 
The new agent of de­ 
struction has received the name of l\in- 
clasiite, and is highly spoken of by those 
who have assisted at the preliminary tests 
of i s efficacy. 
The two competitors for 
highest honors iu this branch of the art of 
killing were pitted formally against one 
another at the port of Cherbourg a few 
days ago, when the old-fashioned favorite 
seems to have been beaten by several 
lengths. 
The experiments were conducted 
in this way : A number of holes were 
bcred at low water in the ri cks which are 
covered when the tide comes in. 
Some of 
them were filled with mining charges of 
dynamite, and some with panclastite, but 
the quantity of the former was., in each 
case double that of the latter. 
Neverthe­ 
less, when fne charges were fired beneath 
the sea 
the 
effects 
of 
the explosion 
were invariably, a3 
it is 
said, much 
more severe in the case of the new 
thsn 
of 
the 
old 
compound 
The 
trial was repeated several times in different 
places by placing the trial charges in dif­ 
ferent formation! of rocks, but always 
; with the same result. 
Nor is it nec.ssary 
: for there to be more resistance to the one 
than to the other agent. 
Wbeu a charge 
of panclastite was laid at the Bide of a 
railway line and ignited it shattered the 
metal into pieces and did still more damage 
to the sleeper than would have been done 
by dynamite. 
The croditof the new com­ 
pound seems therefore to be established 
beyond the risk of doubt. 
There is, how­ 
ever, this important difference between it 
and the old agent of destruction, which 
may be deemed an advantage for one or the 
other, according to the purpose intended. 
The force necessary for exploding dynamite 
is represented by the blow of a twelve- 
pound iron weight dropped on it from a 
bight of about uiue inches, and common 
mining gunpowder is exploded by the same 
weight from a higkt of about two feet. 
Panclastite, however, will cot explode 
when struck by the same weight at any 
higbt less than thirteen feet, b o that it is 
apparently a safer as well as a more pow­ 
erful machine.—[London Globe.

A remarkable freak of nature arrived in 
this city yesterday, in the way of » child 
which has managed to live for seventeen 
months 
without th at bony 
“ dome of 
thought ” which is regarded so essential to 
continued existence. 
Moreover, the child 
seems to have no use for a brain, if tbe 
eyes may be believed, for, in the absence 
of a skull, the hesd is translucent and 
almost transparent, while by the aid of a 
lamp properly held, it may be perceived 
that the brain cavity is filled with a color­ 
less fluid. 
Nothing exists in this serum 
th at can be pereeived. 
The head is larger 
than the body, the increase of size being 
almost entirely above the temples, and 
measures twenty- seven inches arouud. The 
lower face is perfect, and the child would be 
pretty but for the monstrous development. 
The rapid growth of the head has drawn 
the skin until the eyelids will cot close, and 
and the eyebrows are pulled np an inch 
above the normal position. 
W hen an En­ 
quirer reporter visited the child yesterday 
it was asleep, and its mother would not 
allow it to be awakened for experiments. 
A rather dim coal-oil lamp was placed be­ 
hind the monstrous head, and gleamed 
through it as though the skin formed the 
only obstacle to the light. 
The veins upon 
the forehead and the locks of hair upon 
the back of the head made the only 
shadowB, as was proved by moving the 
lamp. 
The light behind the head illumi­ 
nated the whole of the interior, being 
as perceptible upon the side as the front 
of 
the 
occipnt. 
I t 
is 
claimed 
that 
when the child is awake, the light of 
a lamp or sunlight 
falling upon 
the 
back of the head is even more plainly teen 
through tbe eyeballs or the nostrils, or 
through the ears when placed at one side. 
This remarkable head is covered with an 
abundant giowth of auburn, silky hair. 
The child has ev6ry appearance, except in 
the color of the skin, of good health. 
It 
is fully developed, very plump, and is said 
to be strong, while it has a good appetite. 
In all its habits it is regular and like any 
other child. 
T hat it shonld have pro­ 
gressed so far as to be weaned, maintaining 
good health, and should have reached the 
teething period, is one of tbe wonders of 
physiology. 
Its senses are said to be per­ 
fect and acute, and it possesses enough 
intelligence to smile faintly when tickled, 
and to recognize food when he seeB it. 
When the child was born it was known as 
“ the headless baby,” as it seemed cut off 
above tbe ears cn a line sloping toward 
the 
nape 
of 
the 
neck, 
while 
a 
wrinkled skin covered the top. 
I t suffered 
greatly, and its life was preserved with dif­ 
ficulty. 
At three or four weeks of age the 
skin began to fill out, when the child’s suf­ 
ferings ceased and it enjoyed good health. 
The growth has been constant since. 
The 
child suffeis no pain at the inconveni­ 
ence of not being able to sit np in conse­ 
quence of its deformity. 
The tension of 
tne ekin is snch th at it does not yield as 
readily to the touch as might be expected 
from ita appearance, yet the child does not 
seem to experience any trouble from this, 
and was sleeping as sweetly yesterday as 
anybody’s cherub. 
The child wao horn 
February 20th of last year on Beech Fork 
of 
Twelve-Polo creek, W ayne county, 
W est Virginia. 
I t is of the male sex, and 
is known as Franky Canky.—[Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

lnogs cannot expand downwards, they are 
forced up above th at rib. 
Rising aud fall­ 
ing above and below that rib level, the 
lobe chafes and frets against that resisting 
curvature. 
It is inflamed at lost, and the 
organ becomes diseased. 
If that c'gating 
is not relieved, but iu each respiration the 
serous covering of the lung is irritated 
continually, the inflammation is apt to ex­ 
tern! quite iuto the organ, increased and in­ 
tensified by exciting emotions, laborious 
pursuits or unfavorable exposure. 
Finally 
the muc ms lining of the air c fils within 
the lung sympathizes and becomes in­ 
flamed also. 
In this connection wa may 
trace the commencement of pulmonary 
consumption. 
I t would be denominated 
sporadic, 
ar.d 
widely 
different 
from 
pulmonary 
diseases 
by 
inheritance. 
Consumption 
is 
not 
only 
developed 
by tight lacing, but censed in many cases, 
where the original conformation of the in­ 
dividual was favorable for a comparative 
long life, is beyond question. 
Medications 
cannot stay the onward march of disorgani­ 
zation when ulcerations eat the tissues. 
Once destroyed they can never be repro­ 
duced. 
Then fore, if prevention is better 
than cure, less expensive, and always more 
agreeable, why not profit by these sugges­ 
tions ? 
No compression of the base of the 
chests of men being induced by tight dress­ 
ing, a chafing of the upper surface of the 
lung rarely occurs with them. 
Great men, 
giants in any department of busy life— 
thoea who make the world conscious of 
their influence, those who quicken thought, 
revolutionize public sentiment and leave 
the impression of their genius in the his­ 
tory of the ageiu which they flourish, were 
not the sous of gaunt mothers whose 
waists resemble the middle of an hour­ 
glass.—[J.

P o l is h in g 
W o o d w o r k..—Soft 
woods 
may be turned so smooth as to require no 
other polish than that which can be given 
by holding fine shavings of the same wood 
against them in the lathe. 
For polishing 
mahogany, w alnut and some other woods, 
the following formula is given : Dissolve 
beeswax by heat in spirits of turpentine 
until the mixture becomes viscid. 
App'y 
with a clean cloth, and rub thoroughly 
with another flannel or cloth. 
Beeswax 
alone is sometimes used. 
For work in po­ 
sition, it must be melted and applied and 
rubbed ss above. 
For work in'the lathe, 
it can be applied by friction, the slight 
amouut of wax melted being sufficient for 
the polis-. The work should he thoroughly 
rubbed. 
Mahogany may be polished by 
rubbing first with iinseed oil, and then 
by a c'.ith dipped in a very fioe brick- 
dust. 
Some hard woods have a natural 
polish, and do not require a polishing 
medium. 
A fine gloss can be produced by 
rubbing with linseed oil, and then bolding 
shavings or turnings cf the saxo material 
agaicct the work in the lathe. 
A very 
perfect surface can be obtained with glasa- 
paper, which, if followed by hard rubbinv, 
will give a beautiful luster. 
Luster cao 
also be given to carefully finished surfaces 
by applying a small quantity of thinned 
varnish, shellac or “ fillers,” by a cloth, 
and carefully and ‘horoughly rubbing.

Second—Bil's of genera’ importance introduced 
and worked f o r : An Act to pre cut running of 
taiiings upon lands of ano h r ; introduced and 
worked for an Act to make l^draulic mining, as at 
present carried on, a m isdem eanor; introduced, 
worked for and secured pissage of hills appropriat- 
icg money for support of orphans and abandoned 
children ; fought land monopoly as no other mem­ 
ber ofthe Legislature has, ntroducing various hilis— 
and working hard for them —t ) curtail and overcome 
the greatest of all monopolies, and which iu no wise 
benefits but in all respects injures the State ; 
responsibility 
of 
directora ot 
savmgs bulks, 
which ail p*K>r people should especially appreciate ; 
requiring l.usbanJs to support their wives w ithout 
compelling suit for divorce; led th 2 fight against 
tax ition of savings bat.k d -p .sits, and won i t ; sup 
port:d Bureau of Labor Statistics ; reduction of te'- 
< graph charges ; carried on the fight in both Assem­ 
bly aud Senate, and is tho pioneer iu this work, for 
which Sumner, the Democratic candidate for Con­ 
gress, claims great credit for following Mr. Johr son’s 
leading; fought the gag law, secured am endm ents, 
to it, and finally' its repeal; amending Penal Code, 
so that any m agistrate could adm it a prisoner to 
b it, thereby saving often times fifty or a hundred 
mil s of travel to the countv eeats and great expense; 
preventing Democratic iíerryoiandcring of Assembly

Do not the people want in a legislator ta?cnt, 
skill, honesty, sobriety, principle, and trustw orthi­ 
ness/ And do we not find Mr. Johnson possessed 
of all the above traits; and can we not judge from 
his rtc jrd in the pas: what his position will be in 
the future in dealing with the im portant subject to 
be considered and disposed of ? And can the people, 
to gratify the personal spite of a few dissatisfied 
Republicans, c fford now to allow his defeat ?
